H is lantern was acci­ 
dentally broken, and instantly there was 
an explosion. 


TRAINMEN BURNED. 
T he conductor was blow n through the 
w indow , and fell unconscious and fatilly 
h u rt on the side of tbe track. Tw o m en 
nam ed C lark and Steele, w ho were helping 
him , jum ped for th eir lives, but their 
clothes were saturated w ith th e b urning 
oil and they were fearfully scorched and 
w ill die. 
T he trainm en seeing they could do n o th ­ 
ing tow ard stopping tbe fire and realizing the 
danger to the rest of th e cars, saw no alter­ 
native b u t to cut loose th e burning cars, 
although th e Louisville passenger was due 
in a little tim e. 
T he m en unloosed the 
coupling and trusted to luck th at th e pas­ 
senger m ight escape danger. 


BBILLIANT BUT AWFUL. 
The incline on w hich the freight was 
steam ing up is four m iles long and very- 
steep, and the loosened cars shot back­ 
w ards 
w ith 
rapid and ever-increasing 
speed. 
W hen they started on th e w ild run 
dow nw ard all four cars were enveloped sol­ 
idly in flam es. 
T he speed in w hich they 
m ade th eir descent caused the flam es to 
stream high behind them like th e tail of a 
com et, and there were constant explosions 
of barrels of gasoline, w hich sounded like 
in term itten t thunder. 
T he ru n down the slope was m ade in 
lightning tim e. 
F anned by the w ind the 
fire m ade quick w ork of th e cars, and 
when th e bottom was reached nothing was 
left of them but th e blackened trucks and 
iron barrel hoops. 


B L A C K -L IS T E D S A L O O N S . 


C h ic a g o 's M a y o r C r e a t e s A la r m A m o n g 
th e S a lo o n F r a t e r n i t y . 
C h ica g o , A pril 6th.—M ayor Roche has 
m ade a new m ove in the interest of reform . 
Detectives were yesterday sent out to notify 
th e proprietors of 210 saloons th at they are 
on the black-list and need not renew their 
leases, as no licenses will be granted them . 
To say tbe order created a sensation in the 
w hisky business but faintly expresses the 
idea. 
T he black-list is based on two ordi­ 
nances, one providing th at no saloon shall 
keep open after 12 o'clock at night, and the 
Other th at no w hisky, rum , gin, beer, etc.. 
shall be sold w ithin 200 feet of a church or 
school-honse. 
T he latter has alw ays been a dead letter 
and th e form er m ainly so. 
B ut the city 
adm inistration is determ ined th at a reform 
is necessary and a careful w atch has been 
kept on all saloons in th e h abit of keeping 
open after m idnight, and the list was put 
aw ay for reference. 
Cbain-m en were sent 
ou t who exactly m easured the distance be­ 
tween any church or school-house and the 
neighboring saloons, and it was found out 
w hether the latter were outside the 200-foot 
lim it. T his m ade another list, and these 
two m ade the black-list that was com piled 
and w hich contains 210 nam es.

T he town of Rock Falls, 
on Shellrock river, experiencing it m ost 
disastrously. T he iron bridge, 155 feet long, 
and the dam are both gone, and th e dam ­ 
age to property there will not fall short of 
$25,000. 
A RUINED TOWN. 
T he village of Rock Falls, south of th e 
river, was com pletely inundated. 
H ouses 
and barns were crushed and sw ept away, 
and in som e instances d o vestige rem ains of 
w hat was before a substantial structure. 
T he house o f Mr. G ruikshank, w here he 
lived w ith his wile and three children, was 
crushed like an eggshell, the fam ily having 
a narrow escape. 


ALL NIGHT ON AN ICE-RAPT. 
T he house in w hich Mrs. A nderson lived, 
w ith her five children, waB sw ept from its 
foundation an d floated against som e trees, 
w here it lodged, th e w om an and children 
escaping on floating iee, w here they re­ 
m ained barefooted and 
in tbedr night­ 
clothes u n til daylight, w hen tbe w ater re­ 
ceded and their rescue m ade. 


T B E AVALANCHE -OF IC E. 
T he large bridge w ent out w hen the ice- 
gorge gave way, and portions of th e trusses 
and stringers are now to be seen o n the 
larm o f Joseph H erret, w here th ey were 
■ borne by the flood, tw o m iles below. 
T he 
.dam and tubing,.considered the b e s tia the 
■State, are gone. 
Miles of fences were torn from the land 
where water was sever know n to reack be­ 
fore. 
W hen the w ater receded it left im ­ 
m ense piles of ice on the streets. 
H uge 
cakes, three feet thick, are piled -up on one 
an o th er from ten to fifteen feet high, and it 
w ill be there for weeks before they m elt 
and m ake th e streets passable.

P R A C T IC A L L Y E N D E D . 


R u m o r e d S e ttle m e n t o f t b e B u r lin g to n

C h ic a g o , A pril 6;h. — T he B urlington 
strike m ay be considered as practically at 
an end. T he road officials are ju b .lan t 
over th e victory and are disposed to be 
charitably inclined tow ard their form er 
engineers and sw itchm en. 
T here was a 
w ell-authenticated rum or current yesterday 
th at th e B urlington and the m en h a I 
reached a lu atn aily satisfactory settlem ent. 


It was announced th at the officials were 
fully satisfied w ith the present condition of 
affairs and th at th e next m ovem ent w ould 
lie a 
public announcem ent 
from 
the 
strikers th at the battle had been lost and 
th e strike would therefore be officially de­ 
clared off. 
It was also stated th at in consideration of 
tiiis w ithdraw al from active hostilities the 
com pany w ould quietly reinstate all tbe old 
engineers and firem en as rapidly as possible, 
and gradually letth en ew m en o ut. N either

Jeffrey, of the Illinois Central road, in com ­

Sargent,

H odge and M urphy, called at the B urling­ 
ton offices to-day. Sargent acted as spokes­ 
m an in behalf of the late engineers and 
firem en of the B urlington road, and urged 
th at th e whole m atter be left to arbitration. 
T he railroad officials said th at su c h a 
proposition was inadm issible at th e pres­ 
ent tim e, and the situaliou of the new m en 
and the term s on w hich they were engaged 
were fully explained. 
G eneral M anager Stone urged Sargent to 
have the strike called off, prom ising to con­ 
sider applications from the old m en, and 
give as m any of them w ork as he could.

practically unchanged. 
They 
could not consent to having th eir men 
taken back in batches. 
H e denied that 
there was any tru th in the rum or prevalent 
to-night to the effect th at the strike had 
been called off. 


ANOTHER COMPLICATION. 
Late to-night a report was received at

the yardm asters of th e B urlington road, 
except three, had left th e service o f the 
com pany. T here are in all about tw enty 
yardm asters in th e night and day crews, 
an d it is th eir know ledge of th e local 
geography of the yards w hich m akes them 
valuable. 
T heir positions are particularly 
im portant at this tim e, during the rush of 
freight, w hich the raising of the boycott 
has caused. 
T his blow, follow ing the sw itchm en’s 
strike, just at the m om ent w hen it w ould 
produce the m ost harm , m akes it look as 
if the fight was not over yet.

R u lin g o f a U n ite d S ta te s C o u r t In a D Is­ 
c r im in a tio n C a s e . 
L o u is v ille , A pril 6 th —In th e U nited 
States Court this afternoon the case of Rice 
vs. tbe Louisville and N ashville Railroad, 
involving the question of rate discrim ina­ 
tion for the Standard Oil Com pany, came 
up on dem urrer to the bill. 
Judge B arnett 
argued that, even adm itting the fact o f dis­ 
crim ination, plaintiff had no rem edy at 
law. 
T he offense for w hich it was sought 
to recover occurred before the passage of 
the interstate com m erce law, and the com ­ 
m on law did not apply, nor could this 
Court {apply any statutory provision of 
anv of the States to interstate comm erce.

W a s h in g to n , A pril 6th.—R epresentative 
M arion Biggs, of California, to-day ap­ 
peared before the H ouse C om m ittee on P a ­ 
cific R ailroads in advocacy of the passage 
of the H untington bill for the settlem ent 
of the indebtedness of th e C entral Pacific 
R ailroad Com pany to the. G overnm ent. 
H e said th at he had introduced the bill 
originally by request, bu t after an exam i­ 
nation he was prepared to fully indorse it. 
H e said th at he had no interest w hatever 
in tbe railroad com pany, but had in view 
the effect of the proposed legislation on the 
State of California. 
W ithout attem pting to discuss the feat­ 
ures of the bill in detail, he urged upon 
the com m ittee tb e wi.-dom and justice of 
allow ing the Court of Claim s to adjudicate 
the various claim s and counter claim s 
rtiade in the case. 
The road had not, in 
his opinion, been fairly treated by the 
G overnm ent. 
It was possible th at the rail­ 
road people could be induced to accept a 
bill providing for a shorter extension of 
tim e for the paym ent of th e debt than was 
proposed in the bill introduced by him . 
Touching th e value of the additional lien 
w hich the com pany oliered the Govern­ 
m ent in the event of tbe acceptance of its 
bill, Biggs said the Pacific Railroad Com­ 
m ission had traveled through the country 
too rapidly to correctly estim ate its worth, 
and he urged th at a sub-com m ittee of the 
H ouse be sent to C alifornia to look into tbe 
m atter. 
Traveling in a dining-car, in a 
leisurely way, it would be able to acquire a 
thorough know ledge of the subject. 
A ccording to the present intention of the 
com m ittee, this will be the last hearing on 
the subject of the Central Pacific Railroad 
debt, so far as this session is concerned.

T h e D e m o c r a ts D iv id e d o n t h e T e r r ito r ia l 
O m n ib u s U1U. 
W a s h in g to n , A pril 6th.—T here are in d i­ 
cations of a split in the D em ocratic ra n ts 
over th e om nibus bill adm itting Dakota, 
M ontana, W ashington and New Mexico. 
The bill has been reported and is on the 
calendar, but Springer, C hairm an of the 
C om m ittee on Territories, states th at if it is 
not satisfactory to the m ajority of the D em ­ 
ocrats be is w illing to have it recom m itted 
for modification. 
Aside from the question of dividing Da­ 
kota, there are said to be D em ocrats who 
agree w ith the R epublicans th at New M ex­ 
ico has not a population sufficiently n u ­ 
m erous. 
It is argued by th e R epublicans 
that the subject could be m ore conveniently 
handled if the adm ission of each T erritory 
was p ut in a separate bill, and that, as a 
m atter of pride, it is better for each State 
to have a special E nabling Act.

T lie S e n a te . 
W a s h in g to n , A pril 6 th.—In the Senate 
to-day a message was received from the 
President, w ith th e draft of a bill for the 
revocation of tbe w ithdraw al of lands for 
the benefit of certain railroads. 
Referred 
to th e C om m ttlee on Public Lands. 
On m otion of Stew art, the Senate bill to 
authorize the sale to aliens of certain 
m ineral lauds was taken irorn the calendar 
and read. 
P la tt asked w hat w ould be left of the 
original law prohibiting the acquisition of 
real estate by aliens, if th e bill passed. 
Stew art said the w hole body of the 
original law w ould be left; th at th e law 
b ad been designed to prevent a m onopoly 
of agricultural lauds by foreigners, and 
was not intended to apply to m ines or 
m ining. 
T here was no reason w hy a 
different rule in th at respect should be'en­ 
forced against the Territories than existed 
in the States, when foreign capital was 
largely invested in m ines. 
After further discussion th eb ill was post­ 
poned u ntil M onday. 
On m otion of Teller, the H ouse bill 
granting the right of way to the D enver 
and liio G ran d e R ailroad Com pany through 
tbe F ort Crawford m ilitary reservation was 
taken up and passed. 
T he Senate proceeded to the considei- 
ation of private pension bills on the calen­ 
der. 
A m ong the pension bills passed was 
one giving a pension ot $25 a m onth to 
Dr. M ary E. W alker, as late A ssistant S ur­ 
geon ; $60(1 a year to the widow of General 
C harles P. Stone ; one to increase the pen­ 
sion of a revolutionary pensioner on the 
rolls, Nancy R aines, 96 years of age, from 
$8 a m onth to 
an am ount not fixed, 
but left to the Secretary of th e In terio r; 
$50 a m onth to the 
widow of Rear- 
A dm iral Nicholson ; $100 a m onth to the 
widow of G eneral Judson K ilpatrick: $100 
a m outh to the widow of G eneral Robert 
A nderson ; one pensioning a soldier's fos­ 
ter m other ; $50 a m onth to the widow of 
Brigadier-G eneral T a y lo r; $50 per m onth 
to tne widow of C om m ander W in. Gibson, 
and $50 per m onth to the widow of M edi­ 
cal Inspector Denbv, of the navy. 
A ltogether there were 127 bills passed, 
sixty-five being H ouse bills.

HOFFMAN AND WOODFORD. 
M r. Hoffm an was easily elected in 1870, 
th e whole S tate being v irtu ally in th e 
grasp at the tim e of Tweed and his satel­ 
lites. 
A san adm inistrator lie was cautious 
and conservative, and, eloquent of address, 
he added luster to every public occasioa. 
H is opponent the th ird tim e was Stew art 
L. W oodford, who was once L ieutenant- 
G overnor, once a Congressman and once a 
U nited 
States 
D istrict A ttorney, and 
largely a failure in each jmsition, y et as 
an effective speaker in a stirrin g cam paign, 
probably w ithout an equal in the entire 
country. 
H e made th e tight for H ayes in 
O hio in 1875, taking th e most advanced 
position for hard money, and overw helm ­ 
ing every m an, great and sm all who en­ 
countered him . 
Personally, Hoffman had no enemies, 
and when his rem ains are finally borne to 
Greenwood there is scarcely a person in 
th is great, forgiving city hut would gladly, 
if they bad tiie chance, throw a sprig upon 
his grave.

In th e A p ril Century Theodore Boose- 
velt has a description o f a “ R ound-U p” in 
th e cattle country, w hich is illustrated 
from pictures m ade on th e spot by F. R em ­ 
ington. 
From it we quote the follow ing: 
‘"W hile th e h e ad m en are gathered in a 
little knot, planning out th e work, the 
others are dispersed over th e plain in 
every direction, racing, breaking rough 
horses, or sim ply larking w ith one another. 
If a man has an especially bad horse he 
usually takes such an opportunity when 
lie has plenty of tim e to ride h im ; and 
w hile saddling he is surrounded by a 
crowd of most unsym pathetic associates 
who greet w ith uproarious m irth any m is­ 
adventure. 
A m an on a bucking horse is 
alw ays considered fair game, every squeal 
and jum p of th e bronco I icing hailed w ith 
cheers of delightful irony for the rider 
and shouts to ‘stay w ith him .’ 
T he antics 
of a vicious bronco show infinite variety of 
detail, but are all modeled oil one general 
plan. 
W hen th e rope settles round his 
neck th e fight begins, and it is only after 
much plunging and snorting th a t a tw ist 
is taken over his nose, or else a hacka- 
rnore— a species of severe h alter usually 
made of plaited hair—slipped on his head. 
W hile being bridled he strikes viciously 
with, his fore feet, and jierhaps has to lie 
blindfolded or throw n down : and to get 
the saddle on him is quite as difficult. 
W hen saddled he may get rid of h is ex u ­ 
berant spirits by bucking under th e saddle, 
o r may reserve all his energies for th e 
rider. 
In the last case th e m an, keeping 
tig h t hold w ith his left hand of the check- 
strap, so as to prevent the horse from g et­ 
ting his head down until he is fairly 
seated, swings him self quickly into the 
saddle. 
U p rises the bronco’s back into an 
arch ; his head, th e cars laid straig h t back, 
goes down between h is fore feet, and, 
squealing savagely, lie makes a succession 
of 
rapid, 
stiff-legged, ja rrin g 
bounds. 
¡Sometimes he is a ‘plunging’ bucker, who 
ru n s forward all th e tim e w hile bucking; 
or lie may buck steadily in one place or 
•sunfish’— th at is, bring first one shoulder 
down alm ost to th e ground and then th e 
other—o r else he may change ends w hile 
in th e air. 
A first-class rid er w ill sit 
throughout it all w ithout m oving from the 
saddle, q uirting his horse all th e tim e, 
though his h at may be jarred off his head 
and his revolver out of its sheath. 
A fter 
a few jum ps, however, th e average man 
grasps hold of th e horn of th e saddle— the 
delightful onlookers m eanw hile earnestly 
advising him not to ‘go to le a th e r—anil 
is contented to get through th e affair in 
any shape provided he can escape w ithout 
being throw n off. 
A n accident is of ne­ 
cessity hom e w ith a broad grin, as any a t­ 
tem pt to resent th e raillery of th e by­ 
standers— which is perfectly good-humored 
— would be apt to result disastrously.”

M e r i d a (Y ucatan), M arch 27, 1S8S. 
In a city so isolated as this, and in a cH 
m ate so antagonistic to achievem ent of any 
sort, we h ard ly expected to' find m uch 
education or well-developed talent. 
B ut 
we soon discovered our m istake. 
M erida 
boasts o f m any w riter- of m ore th an local 
distinction— authors o f valuable historical 
works, of poetry, fiction and th e dram a. 
One work especially— a dictionary of th e 
aboriginal language o f th e peninsula—is 
of inestim able value. 
A dram a, recently 
w ritten here by a native author, has been 
produced in M adrid and H avana w ith 
great success. 
A nd no doubt m any an un­ 
developed M iguel dc C ervantes Saavedra, 
a Coplas de M anrique, and a native lx - 
tliix o ch tl, have “ blushed u n seen ” for 
lack of opportunity. 
It §eeius strange th a t men of fame and 
education should select this rem ote corner 
of th e globe as an abiding-plaee; but even 
to th e uninterested stranger there is an 
indefinable charm about the old place th a t 
keeps him here, and grows stronger as tim e 
passes on. 
Some of M erida’s well-con­ 
tented citizens were educated in London 
and Paris, have crossed and recrossed the 
A tlantic, spent years in Europe ami vis­ 
ited most of th e world’s im portant cities— 
yet who love M erida beyond any other, 
and desire to live and die Itere. 
T he present population of M erida is reck­ 
oned a t 56,000. 
Besides th e various pub­ 
lic buildings and fine educational in stitu ­ 
tions m entioned in a previous letter, it has 
a large library and reading rooms, alm s­ 
house, foundlings’ hom e and one of the 
best appointed hospitals in all C entral 
A m erica. 
Several newspapers are published here— 
th e daily Revista del Merida, th e semi- 
weeklv E l Echo del Comercio, an official 
organ; two religious papers—one C atholic, 
th e other independent. 
T h ere is also a 
liorse-car line, telephones in general use, 
law yers and doctors by th e score, more 
th an th irty m ercantile houses, and many 
very handsom e private residences. 
T he m arket-place, w hich occupies an 
imm ense square, is situated about ten 
blocks from th e Hotel Mexico, and is sur­ 
rounded by a high adobe wall, plastered on 
th e street side so th a t it looks like jiolishetl 
stone. 
E ntering its wide gate, you are in ­ 
stantly surrounded by a crowd of m arket- 
women, who “ press” you— in more senses 
th an one— to purchase th eir wares, each 
im ploring you fervently, in th e name 
of 
the Blessed 
V irgin and 
todos los 
santos (all 
th e saints) to buy of her 
only. 
T h eir comm odities are varied in 
character, and m any of them indescribable. 
I was an am used spectator to th e strug­ 
gles of an E nglish stranger in th eir clutches 
— a rath er swell young tourist in traveling 
suit of exaggerated plaid, w ith cane-head 
in his m outh, glass screwed in his eve and 
the general a ir of one who owned at least 
h a lf the earth ’s surface. 
In an in stan t th e 
im portunate horde were upon him , like 
Hies around a molasses barrel. 
O ne old 
woman urged a sm all gourd ra ttle upon 
him . 
“ W oman,” said he, “ do you m is­ 
take m e for a baby?” 
A nother insisted upon his buying a 
coarse cotton chemise— “ for your sw eet­ 
heart,” said sue— assuring him th a t it was 
well sewn. 
A nother pursued him w ith a 
cage full of young birds; others harrassed 
him w ith greasy tómales, freshly fried and 
red-hot; another w ith a long sw itch of real 
h a ir— her own, m aybe, cut off because too 
tangled and thickly populated to be longer 
endured— u n til th ey actually forced h im 
to fly before he had advanced a dozen 
stejis inside th e gate. 
M erida has its banking house, and drafts 
on New York and E urope can also be ob­ 
tained from the hem p exporters, who are 
by all odds the heaviest business m en in 
Y ucatan. 
T he prem ium on drafts is about 
15 per cent., sixty days sight. 
T he rate of 
interest here is from 1 to 2 per cent a 
m onth. 
T ravelers 
coming to Y ucatan 
should bring A m erican gold, as it pays no 
d uty and is alw ays a t a high prem ium . 
Lying so far southw ard, of course th e 
clim ate of M erida is hot as th e h o tte s t; 
but even th e furnace heat o f m idday is 
alw ays tem pered by cool ocean breezes. 
Day and night, th e wind, “ blowing w here 
it listeth ,” renders life endurable, the tem ­ 
perature, from y ear to year, ranging from 
65° to 9U°. 
T hough a n ortherner would 
n atu rally suppose the hottest m onths to be 
A ugust and Septem ber, y et here M arch 
and A p ril enjoy th a t distinction— partly 
because at th a t tim e th e h eat generated by 
th e tropic sun is augm ented by burning 
corn-fields w hich are th en fired all over 
th e country. 
T he rainy season, varying in different 
parts of th e country, in th is section con­ 
tinues from M ay to October, 
beginning 
later to th e northw ard. 
In th e latitude of 
M exico's C apital th e rains not only fall 
between J u n e and October, but they have 
occasional showers during 
the 
w inter, 
especially in February, when th e w eather 
is exceedingly changeable. 
T he M exicans 
have a proverb w hich runs: 
F ebrero loco 
Porque d e iodo 
T iene uu poco;” 
m eaning “ February i- a fool, because she 
lias a little of everything.” 
In the w inter snow falls a t an elevation 
of 9,000 feet, w hile under th e equator the 
snow -line is situated a t 15,760 feet. Baron 
von H um boldt gives the line of perpetual 
snow in M exico at 15,091 feet above sea 
level. 
T hough midway, in point longitude, be­ 
tween H avana 
and 
V era 
Cruz— those 
cities w hich every y ear are sm itten by 
yellow fever—-M erida scarcely ever suffers 
from this w-ourgc. 
A few eases occur 
annually, but th e disease seldom becomes 
epidem ic; and it is asserted th a t vomito 
lias never existed at the sam e tim e both at 
M erida and its seaport, Progreso. 
_ T hough its sole supply of w ater is de­ 
rived 
from th e clouds and from a few 
subterranean caverns, the city is in a 
condition of exceptional healthlulness, for 
the tropics. 
No doubt th is is largely due 
to th e proverbial neatness of th e people. 
M any of th e houses were built m ore than 
a hundred years ago, and th e ir beams and 
rafters, of sabine or zapote wood, are as 
hard as iron and bid fair to last forever. 
T here are generally two walls, from four to 
six feet apart, tilled in w ith sm all stones; 
and these are plastered and replastered, 
season after season, m aking 
them 
as 
sm ooth, beautiful and durable as polished 
m arble. 
T hey are notably freer 
from 
verm in than is usual in th is latitude— 
probably owing to th e m anner of th eir 
construction. 
1 he lofty and spacious apartm ents are 
arched overhead, th e great iieam stbat sup­ 
port the adobe roof painted in different 
colors. 
Being undraped, uncurtained and 
mostly bare of ornam ent, th e ir vault-like 
vastness has an iui|iosing look, ra th e r than 
one of home comfort, extrem ely depressing 
at first to one fresh from the cosiness of 
northern tire-sides. 
B ut at least they of­ 
fer no harbor o f refuge for scorpions, centi­ 
pedes and spiders, aud one may retire to 
his hamm ock w ith a sense of security rare 
in tropical regions. 
T here are no wooden lioors in Y ucatan, 
but alw ays th e beautiful shining cem ent, 
tin ted pale blue, gray or straw berry pink, 
clean, cool an d appropriate to th e clim ate. 
W oolen carpets would not only be super­ 
fluous, but a nuisance not to be endured, as 
affording vantage ground for venomous 
creeping and craw ling things of all de­ 
scription. 
T he furniture is sim ple and 
plain, and except in 'lie houses of th e 
w ealthiest there is little not actually re­ 
quired. 
T he people live m ostly in th eir 
patios, or court-yards, and those have been 
furnished by generous N ature to better 
advantage th an art could do. 
T he casa in w hich we tem porarily set 
ui> our lares and penates is a ¡air sam ple 
of th e average. 
I t is in L a Calle del 
Flam ingo, having a huge red bird of th a t j 
species paiiKed on th e com er. 
It is of 
solid stone.witii front tw enty-five feet long, ; 
a grand sala, or reception room, reaching 


' th e en tire length and nearly as wide as 
long. 
In fact our parlor is nearly square, 
like a huge box, for th e vaulted ceiling is 
tw enty feet high. 
In th e blue-painted 
beams overhead, and in th e w hite-w ashed 
walls are innum erable wooden knobs— not 
pegs u]ion w hich to hang our effects, as we 
at first supposed, but for use in fastening 
up th e ham m ocks of sweet-scented P an ­ 
am a grasses, w hich constitute th e usual 
chair, sofa and bed of C entral Am erica. 
A t first we found these ham m ocks de­ 
cidedly awkward, and it required consid­ 
erable practice to learn to get in and out . 
w ithout tum bling upon our noses or expos-1! 
ing th e color of our hose. 
None but those 
“to the m anor liorn” can ever hope to ac­ 
quire th e graceful and killing jtose th a t a 
native wom an w ill instantly assum e in one 
of those swaying, sack-like abom inations— 
fan in hand, the dainty toe of one slipper 
ju st peering from beneath h er skirts, raven 
liair fillin g about h er face, and lustrous, 
dream y, love-lit eyes looking up a t you in 
a m anner calculated to produce most vio­ 
lent pit-a-pats beneath 
any m asculine 
waistcoat. 
Beyond our sala is a broad, arched cor­ 
ridor, opening on a court-yard. T he latter 
is th irty feet square, surrounded by high 
stone walls, and w ith a fountain in the 
center. 
A round th e fountain olive trees, 
limes and bananas are grow ing, w ith more 
ham m ocks sw ung in th eir branches, and 
flowers bloom ing beneath in boxes. 
At one side of th e corridor is an im ­ 
mense sleeping apartm ent, and back of th a t 
is th e comedor, or dining-room . 
It is a sin- 
I guiar fact th a t w hile, throughout all Cen- 
1 ira l A m erica, th e beds are invariably 
“ single” ones— barely w ide enough to ac­ 
comm odate one person— th e sleeping a p art­ 
m ents are 
generally dorm itories 
vast 
enough to hold a regim ent— an idea too 
social in one sense and not social enough 
in another to satisfy th e average A m er­ 
ican. 
All th e floors are beautifully cem ented, 
the windows securely burred, like all th e 
rest in Y ucatan, and th ere is no wood­ 
work w hatever except th e little around 
doors and easements. 
B ehind th e courtyard are th e store­ 
rooms and kitchen, w ith sleeping a p art­ 
m ents for th e servants, and back of th a t 
another courtyard, deeper th an th e first, 
and w ith w alls equally high. 
W ere we 
th e proud possessors of m ules or horses they 
would be stabled here— all “ in th e house,” 
so to speak; but us it is, th e great space is 
given up to h alf a dozen hens, belonging to 
i he old woman who takes care of us, some 
itin eran t cats and a pair of splendid pea­ 
fowls— the property 
of some neighbor, 
w hich insist upon staying th ere for rea­ 
sons known only to them selves—n ot to 
m ention th e several m illions of b rig h t­ 
eyed, shiny-backed, harm less lizards th a t 
are perpetually d artin g over th e w alls 
w ith inconceivable rapidity. 
T he re n t of th is establishm ent costs us 
$10 per m onth— more th an the usual price 
we have since learned, and th at th e land­ 
lord is chuckling at th e thought of his 
sm art bargain w ith Las Americanas. 
O ur 
two servants— a m estizo (half-breed) and 
his wife— charge 
us qiuitro reales 
(50 
cents) per week for th e ir com bined serv­ 
ices. 
F rovisijns being very cheap here, 
th e living for ou r little fam ily, including 
th e num berless relatives of th e servants, is 
an item h ard ly w orth m entioning. 
A nd 
oh, th e blessing of perfect w eather, w hich 
m oney cannot buy— th e cloudless blue of 
th e sky, th e balm y breezes from over th e 
ocean tem pering the warm a ir of endless 
sum m er-tim e!

W e have learned th at rain is caused by 
th e cooling and condensation of th e m oist­ 
ure in th e air. 
Bearing this in m ind, let 
us study th e surface of our country and 
see why th e rain does not fall equally on 
all parts of it: instead of falling verv 
abundantly in some places, as in New E ng­ 
land and some of the G ulf States, and very 
sparingly in m any parts of the W est, as in 
New M exico and Arizona. 
T he winds w hich blow to th is eountrv 
from th e south aud the east, being warm 
tropical winds, can hold m oisture, and are 
full ot th is invisible va¡x>rof w ater which 
th ey have taken up from th e G u lf of 
M exico and th e ocean. 
Com ing to th e 
cooler land they gradually become cooled. 
T h eir m oisture, therefore, falls as rain 
w hile th ey pass over th e land, till, by th e 
tim e th ey reach W estern K ansas and Col­ 
orado, th e m oisture being gone, no m ore 
rain can fall. 
B ut the w inds w hich come 
to this country from th e no rth and west 
are colder than th e land, aud, as they 
sweep over it, tow ard th e south and east, 
th ey gradually become w arm er; so th a t 
instead of giving up th eir m oisture in th e 
form of rain, they are constantly taking up 
m oisture from th e earth. 
It is for th is 
reason th a t our n o rth and west winds are 
d ry winds, and m ean fair w e ath e r; w hile 
th e south and east winds bring rain. 
F or 
th is reason, also, th e E astern and Southern 
States have an abundance o f ra in ; w hile 
th e C entral and W estern States are often 
very dry. 
And there is still another point to be 
considered. 
W e already have noted th e 
fact th a t at great bights th e air is cooler. 
H ence, w hen a warm w ind full of m oist­ 
ure comes blowing across th e country and 
strikes a m ountain range, it bends upward 
and rises h igh in th e a ir to pass over. 
In 
so doing it becomes cooled, giving up its 
m oisture, and passes over to th e other side 
a dry wind. 
I t is for this reason th a t some 
islauds, like the H aw aiian Islands in th e 
Pacific Ocean, w here th e winds blow a l­ 
m ost alw ays from the same direction, are 
subject to alm ost continuous rain or, one 
side w hile on the other rain is exceedingly 
rare. 
T his also shows why California, 
west of th e Sierra N evada M ountains, re­ 
ceives sufficient rain to m ake th e soil fit 
for cu ltiv atio n ; w hile N evada, on th e east, 
is nearly rainless and barren. 
T he m oist­ 
ure com ing from th e south and east is all 
condensed by the A lleghany, th e Rocky 
and tiie W ahsatch ranges; w hile th at from 
the west is cut oft’ by th e Sierras. 
H ence, 
tiie great ex ten t of country known to ge­ 
ologists as th e G reat Basin— w hich reaches 
from Oregon on th e north to M exico on 
th e south, and from Colorado on th e east 
to th e Sierras on th e west, com prising an 
area of not lass th an 200,500 square miles, 
w hich is nearly equal to th e whole of 
France— receives over a g reat p art of its 
surface an annual rainfall of not over four 
inches, and is therefere a desert.— St. 
Sieholes fo r April.

Viewed 
as landm arks in th e history of refinem ent 
and m anners, th e significance of these 
institutions can only be appreciated by 
those who are versed in th e history of the 
penal m ovem ent a t large. 
Students of 
penology, and th ey alone, are capable of 
realizing th e im m ense change w hich has 
taken place in th e economy of prisons 
since 
the 
tim e w hen 
Jo h n 
H ow ard 
shocked all C hristendom by his revela­ 
tions 
of 
the 
awful 
state 
of 
tilings 
existing 
in 
th e 
¡ails 
and 
bride­ 
wells 
of 
E ngland. 
In 
those 
days, 
and they are not so rem ote t hat m any liv ­ 
ing cannot rem em ber them , not only were 
th e most elem entary sanitary laws wholly 
disregarded in th e p riso n s; not only were 
these places ill drained and worse v enti­ 
lated, but there seems to have been not 
th e slightest provision m ade for m inister­ 
ing to disease or sickness for w hich a 
crowded and pestilential environm ent was 
directly responsible. 
J a il fever was an 
epidem ic known to th e faculty, its sym p­ 
toms being as well m arked as those of the

plague or th e sw eating sickness. 
T he form er was a specific, well m arked 
m alady, whose virulence was only m atched 
by the ease w ith w hich it was com m uni­

• m e BLACK ASSIZE AT OXFORD 
W ill recall to th e recollection of m any 
readers how a certain batch of prisoners 
who were being tried at th e local sessions, 
infected w ith th e epidem ic over 180 peo­ 
ple, including a Judge, L ord-L ieutenant, 
and several m em bers of th e circuit bar, all 
of whom died w ithin a week of contracting 
it. 
Now all is changed, and th e average 
State penitentiary is better ventilated and 
drained th an m any a noblem an’s palace. 
How ever, it is th e prison hospital more 
th an anything else, w hich makes th e revo­ 
lution th a t has taken place in society's 
attitu d e tow ard those whom it n o tu n n atu r- 
ally classes as enemies. 
Solicitude for the 
weak and ailin g are virtues w hich have 
have found expression in the most barba­ 
rous societies, but it has rem ained for the 
present enlightened age to inculcate th e 
tru th th a t sickness and disease level all 
distinctions, and w hile they dom inate, 
place on a footing of perfect equality 
i oth bond and free. Such are th e thoughts 
.-U'gested by a visit to any of our prison 
lioipitals, and no institution in the coun- 
iry, th a t I am aw are of, will he found to 
reflect them more w orthily than th e in ­ 
firmary attached to th e prison at Folsom. 
T he old adage about giving a bad nam e 
applies w ith uncommon force to 


TH E SALUBRITY OF FOLSOM, 
W hich lias lieen im peached w ith a reck­ 
lessness and a disregard for tru th wiiich a 
study of local statistics would have very 
sensibly modified. 
T he place is not un­ 
healthy, and w hile in the days of its early 
settlem ent defective drainage and im ner- 
fect ventilation were no doubt to soma ex ­ 
ten t responsible for a ra th e r high death 
rate, th e causes w hich contributed to th is 
state of tilings exist no longer, and the 
m ortality returns of Folsom w ill compare 
favorably w ith those of any o th er place 
in A m erica. 
T he large iron roof w hich 
at present spans th e cell buildings increases 
to a great ex te n t th e volum e of air 
in circulation, and additional perforations 
in th e cell doors, and th e diversion of im ­ 
properly laid sewer channels have entirely 
neutralized any causes which-, under ex­ 
citing clim atic influences, m ight in ju ri- 
ouslv affect th e health of the inm ates. 
U le health, however, of prisons is not de­ 
term ined by clim atic conditions alone, and 
in a body of 600 men there m ust alw ays 
be a fluctuating percentage of those who 
are afflicted w ith some organic or func­ 
tional ailm ents w hich im peratively call 
for m edical 
skill 
and conveniences to 
alleviate. 
A ccidents, too, are 


A FRU ITFU L SOURCE OF DISABLEMENT, 
And considering the quasi perilous nature 
of th e work the m ajor p art of th e convicts 
are employed at, and the recklessness w ith 
w hich they expose them selves to danger in 
th e shape of blasts, etc., the only wonder is 
th a t casualties are of such rare occurrence 
as the hospital records show them to be. 
T he A lm ighty, it appears, tem pers the 
w inds to shorn convicts quite as m uch as 
to shorn lambs, for on no other hypothesis 
can be explained the relatively low num ­ 
ber of accident cases w hich are grave 
enough to be adm itted as patients of Dr. 
E agle’s 
infirm ary. 
Since 
th e present 
adm inistration came into power there has 
not been a single death, and w hile the 
prison hospital is by no m eans teuantless, 
there is not a ease in it w hich does not 
promise to be am enable to th e skill w hich 
the medical officer lavishes on all those 
whose exigencies en title them to its ex er­ 
cise. 
It is over three m onths since th e 
last m an died, and it bids fair to lie an­ 
o ther three m onths liefore a casualty of 
th is sort has a repetition. 
T he hospital 
ward has a capacity for nine beds, but as 
rarely m ore th an tw o-thirds of this num ­ 
ber can find tenants, th e rem aining three 
are seldom called into requisition, 


AND A RE NOT VISIBLE. 
It is a large, airy apartm ent, w ith w in­ 
dows facing th e south and southeast, which 
comm and a cheerful view of th e sloping 
garden at the back of th e prison. T hrough 
perforated wire blinds the breeze pleas­ 
antly circulates, and there is an entire ab­ 
sence of th e fetid and objectionable odors 
so typical of th e hospital wards of great 
cities. 
In th is apartm ent last Sunday 
m orning wore four patients (none of them 
bed-ridden) wbo, reclining in easy chairs, 
or pacing about th e ward in list slippers, 
seemed as contented w ith th e ir surround­ 
ings 
as 
enforced 
idleness 
and ennui 
would 
perm it. 
One, 
a 
young 
man,

peace, and it needed no second glance at 
th e im m aculate w hiteness of th e pillow ­ 
cases and sheets to confirm th e impression 
of cleanliness w hich everything about the 
place suggests. 
T he only qualification 
which a prisoner needs to lie adm itted to 
th e privileges of th e hospital is th at 


H E MUST BE GENUINELY SICK. 
Once there, n either expense nor pains is 
spared to render his lot as palatable, as pos­ 
sible. 
In th e m atter of d iet there are ab­ 
solutely no restraints imposed— such deli­ 
cacies as fresh m ilk, Liebig's ex tract and 
poached eggs being freely used. 
T he 
recuperative influence of nourishing food 
can hardly be exaggerated, and in ease of 
sickness its use is .justified on economical 
grounds alone, it being less expensive in 
th e long run to cure a m an by a course of 
generous dieting in a m outh, than by feed­ 
ing him on a stinted regim e to delay his 
recovery 
for double 
th a t period. 
D r. 
Eagle 
is 
deservedly 
popular, 
not 
only 
w ith 
his 
patients, 
but 
w ith 
his assistants, who all unite in speaking 
in th e highest term s of him . 
E very ra ­ 
tional indulgence is perm itted th e inm ates 
of th e hospital save sm oking, w hich is ta ­ 
booed for reasons so obvious th a t a state­ 
m ent of them is unnecessary. 
A perm a­ 
nent retainer of the sick ward is th e prison 
nurse who, in th e absence of Dr. Eagle, 
looks after his charges w ith the solicitude 
of a parent for its offspring.

endowed this prisoner w ith m uch of th e

apartm ent, 
stocked w ith all th e m ysteriously labeled 
bottles and gallipots whose contents in 
some one or another of their com bina­ 
tions are supposed to be capable of routing 
th e whole alphabet of diseases, from apo­ 
plexy to zona.

560 m en there m ust necessarily be a daily 
proportion who are suffering from some 
trifling bodily indisposition or ache, w hich 
only needs local treatm ent to disperse it.

HOLDS A DAILY LEVEE, 
A t w hich any prisoner m ay attend who 
has got anything th e m atter w ith him . 
T hese sm aller ailm ents as a rule yield 
readily to the rem edies w hich th e doctor 
prescribes, and include all forms of dvs- 
pepsia, sluggish liver, relaxed throat, be­ 
sides scratches, cuts and abrasjons, 
the 
fruits of carelessness or accident. 
T h e ills 
of m any of th e prisoners are m oral ra th e r 
than physical, but th e latter, when not 
feigned, Dr. E agle and his assistant do 
th e ir best to cure, 
fases of m alingering 
and sham m ing are of course not uncom ­ 
mon, but to all D r. E agle gives a pa­ 
tient hearing, and when necessity calls for 
it th e appropriate rem edy is given, 
l’ris- 
oners as a rule arc a priori less healthy than 
ordinary hum an beings, for the reason th a t 
a perverted m oral sense is seldom found 
out of a body w hich in some g reater or 
less degree is not in sym pathy w ith it. 
H onest men are m ore health y th an dis­ 
honest men all th e world over, an assum p­ 
tion w hich th e researches of Dr. M audsley 
and others have furnished overw helm ing 
evidence of th e tru th of. 
W hile, however, 
com m unities afflicted w itli m oral disease 
are m ore liable to physical disease th an 
societies of men who are collectively hon­ 
est, th e tendency to th e latter is m ore th an 
com pensated by th e tem perate lives th e 
form er class of beings are compelled to 
lead. 
IT IS TH E FACE W H ICH KILLS 
And not the length of the stage, hence 
convicts often live till a ripe old age, and 
carry th e ir years w ell. 
Sentim ent has in­ 
vested the deathbeds of convicts w ith a 
horror by no m eans justified by w hat has 
been observed of th eir phenom ena. 
T h at 
convicts do occasionally die unhappy and 
distressing deaths is true, but then so do 
bishops and philanthropists, and in the 
form er ease th e environm ent plays as little 
p art in coloring th e deach scene* as in the 
iatter. 
“M an gocth to his long home,” and 
his journey th ith e r is often m ade as peace­ 
fully in striped fustian as in law n sleeves. 
U nlovely in th e ir lives, convicts are not 
infrequently m ost pleasant in th e ir deaths, 
and when, as som etim es happens, th e v ital 
rushlight is extinguished in th e wards o f a 
prison hospital, those who have lieen w it­ 
nesses of these scenes declare th a t the 
faces of the actors become transfigured and 
suffused w ith a glory w hich th e presence 
of iron bars and w hitew ashed walls orilv 
serve th e purpose of throw ing into hig h er 
relief.

th at m easures desired ot Congress m ight be 
urged, and so he set about securing the 
needed facrs. 
Statistician Rhodes, em ­ 
ployed in -he office in this district, was 
entrusted w ith the task. 
AÜ com ity Great 
Begisters for recent elections were secured 
anrl overhauled, county books of statistics 
were exam ined carelully, and besides, cir­ 
culars asking for latest school census re­ 
ports were sent to ail county School Super­ 
intendents. 
F rom these responses aud 
from all other inform ation accessible, care­ 
ful estim ates were made. 
T he result was 
an estim ated population December 1st, last, 
1.250.000. T hese figures were used in vari­ 
ous fetters to W ashington. 
“ I estim ate the increase since December 
1st,” said Mr. H am m ond, “ at 100,000, and 
th at 1 regard as fair aud moderate. 
People 
here in San Francisco have no idea of the 
way parts of the State are filling up. 
H u n ­ 
dreds of settlers are com iug to certain lo­ 
calities who never come near this city. 
They are filling up alt that Shasta, Siski­ 
you and Modoc district in a w onderful way. 
They have come westward by the Cauadiun 
Pacific and have been pouring dow n into 
those northern counties.

ernm ent land offices are overrun with ap­ 
plicants. 
Then there are people all over 
this State now, like Hies on a lum p of 
sugar,{m oving about, w aiting to find some 
place to stay. 
I w ent from Siskiyou to San 
Diego lately, and asked everyw here about 
this cIhbs o f people, and I am convinced 
they num ber at least 300,000, form ing a 
floating population. 
People East have no 
conception o f the slate of rhings here, and 
in Congress yon cannot convince them of 
our needs. 
Í tell you this era o f California 
w ill go into history—the period o f the u n ­ 
precedented westward m ovem ent between 
1886 and 1890.”—S. F. Bulletin.

Following is the brief of Judge IÍ. O. 
Beatty, of counsel for the city of Sacra­ 
mento. 
This is the action brought to col­ 
lect interest upon coujtons of the city 
bonds which are over-due and unpaid, and 
which claim, if established, would increase 
the debt of the city, in the aggregate, 
•everal hundred thousand dollars. 
Our 
readers will therefore peruse with much 
interest the able statement of the case by 
Judge Beatty, and arrive at their own con­ 
clusions. The action is pending in the 
Superior Court of this county, with Hon. 
John Hunt, of San Francisco, sitting as 
Judge in the case. 
The decision is ex­ 
pected within a few weeks. 
Following is 
Judge Beatty’s review of the law, as sub­ 
mitted to the Court, in reply to the plain­ 
tiff's demand : 


B R IE F FOR DEFENDANT. 
The plaintiffs brief seeks to establish 
three material propositions—one of fact, 
or perhaps we might more properly say of 
mixed law and fact, and two of law. 
The main fact relied on, and attempted 
to l>e established by the plaintiff in his 
brief, is that if all the money which 
rightfully should have been paid" into the 
interest and sinking fund of the city of 
Sacramento under the Funding Act of 
1858, had been so paid, there would have 
been no deficiency of means in that fund 
to have paid the coupons of 1878, and also 
those of 1877, the years they respectively 
fell due. 
lu other words, if the Trustees 
had regularly levied 55-hundredths 
of 
one per cent, property tax for the benefit 
of that fund, and the Auditor and Treas­ 
urer had set apart 55-hundredths of the 
gross income of the Water Works and 
55-hundredths of the dog license to that 
fund, and the Treasurer, at the end of the 
fiscal year, had set apart to the interest 
and sinking fund the unexpended balances 
in eertain other funds, then there would 
have been money enough on hand to meet 
the annual interest as it fell due ou the 
1st days of January, 1878 and 1877. 
N'ow, while wc think there may lie some 
inaccuracies and errors in the "plaintiff's 
calculations, we do not deem it material, 
in our view of the case, to go into any 
minute calculations on this head, but shall, 
in arguing legal points presented in the 
case, assume the plaintiff has fully estab­ 
lished his facts as he assumes theui to he. 
The first legal point made by the plaintiff 
is proposed in the form of a query: ‘‘ Do 
interest coupons of such bonds, if not paid 
at maturity, hear interest from date?” 
We answer that the 
question 
pro- 
(Krnndcd is so indefinite as to be mislead­ 
ing, and does not admit of a categorical 
answer. 
If the gentlemen on the part of 
the plaintiff mean to propound the ques­ 
tion whether coupons in the form of those 
issued by the city and county of Sacra­ 
mento under the funding bill of 1858 
would bear interest after the date of ma­ 
turity, in the absence of any restraining 
clause in the Act under which they were 
issued, then we would answer at once, they 
certainly would bear interest, though pos­ 
sibly there might be no mode of enforcing 
the payment of the same. 
But we under­ 
stand— 
First—That these particular coupons, 
owing to the peculiar provisions of the 
law under which they were issued, do’not, 
and never can, bear interest. 
Second—If they did I tear interest, the 
city cannot be sued for that interest. 
Third—If there ever was a cause of 
action against the city, it has long since 
been barred by the Statute of Limitations. 
In considering the question as to whether 
these coupons bore interest after they be­ 
came due, we are to liear in mind the fact 
that the original debt, in lieu of which 
the 1858 bonds were issued, was the debt 
of “ the Mayor and Common Council cf 
the city of Sacramento.” 
In 1859 the 
Charter of the “ Mayor and Common 
Council of the city of Sacramento ” was re­ 
pealed, and a new municipality created 
under the name of the “ City and County 
of Sacramento.” 
This new municipality 
embraced not only the territory formerly 
within the limits of the city, but also all 
the territory of the county outside the 
city. 
To this new corporation all the 
property of the county was transferred. 
The new municipality was required to as­ 
sume all the d;bts of the old county uot 
exceeding $800,000 in amount, and all the 
debts of the old city government not ex­ 
ceeding $1 ,600,000 in amount. Confining 
ourselves to the city debt: It was tobe 
funded as presented ; the first $400,000 in 
bonds were to be made payable in 1888, 
the next $400,000 in 1808, the next in 
1808, and the remainder in 1003. 
When 
the limit of $1,600,000 was reached then 
the funding was to cease. 
For these gen­ 
eral previsions of the Act, see Sections 1 
and 2, pages 287 and 268, and Section 37, 
page 280, of the Statutes of 185S. 
But now let us see how this new munici­ 
pality was to pay the debts of these two 
older corf/orations. 
First—In Section 1 it is provided that 
the consolidated municipality— 
S hall no t b e sued in an y action w hatever, n o r 
sh all an y o f its lands, b u ildings, im provem ents, 
property, franchises, taxes, revenues, actions, 
chases in action a u d effects be subject to an y 
attach m en t, levy o r sate, o r an y process w h a t­ 
ever, m esne or final. 
Here, then, to start, is an absolute and 
unqualified prohibition of any suit against 
the municipality on these debts. 
Section 34 of the Act reads as follows: 
Section 34. 
T he B oard o f Su]>ervisorn sh all 
- n o t h av e pow er to levy any g reater tax es th a n 
f c follows, v ia : On th e real a n d personal estate, 
e x c e p t such as is ex em p t by law th ro u g h o u t th e 
city an d county, a ta x o f one h u n d re d cents on 
th e one h u n d red d o lla rs : such State tax es as 
th e law m ay require, a n d in ad d itio n th ereto 
th ey sh all levy lor m un icip al purposes on all 
real a n d personal p roperty w ith in th e city lim ­ 
its, e x cep t such as is ex em p t by law , a ta x of 
on e h u n d red cents on th e one h u n d re d d o lla rs ; 
also, a tax for road purposes o f five cen ts on th e 
one h u n d re d do llars on property outside o f th e 
«ity lim ita 
The remainder of this section throws no 
light upon the construction of the part we 
have quoted. 
Now, this section, as we 
understand it, provides: First, that the 
Board of Supervisors may levy a tax for 
general county purposes not to exceed one 
per cent, on the taxable property. 
In the 
other direction there is no limit. 
They 
might, in their discretion, levy only a half 
or a quarter jrer cent. They are only pro­ 
hibited from levying beyond one ¡>er cent. 
In regard to city taxes, the same prohibi­ 
tion applies as a limitation, that is: “ The 
Supervisors shall not have j*ower to levy 
any greater taxes [plural] than as follows.” 
This must apply to all the taxes thereafter 
mentioned. 
When the taxes for city pur­ 
poses arc mentioned it declares that they 
shall levy the full amount of one per cent. 
Here, then, as we understand this section, 
one clause says they shall levy one per 
cent., and another that they shall not levy 
exceeding one per cent. This law definitely 
fixes the amount of levy, and the Board 
h:ui no right to make it higher or lower 
for any purpose. 
We have been thus par­ 
ticular in stating our views of this section 
because the counsel on the other side, in 
their brief, have quoted a part of a sen­ 
tence in this section, and conclude that the 
Supervisors were only limited as to the 
minimum, not the maximum, tax. 
Section 35 apportions this one per cent, 
to several different funds. 
We quote from 
this section: 
Fifty-five p er cen t, to a n in terest a n d sin k 
lug fund w hicti sh all be ap p lied to th e p ay m en t 
o f’ th e nnu u el Interest an I th e final redem ption 
o f bonds 1 su ed for eity in d e b te d n e* . 
(This refers to the bonds to be issued for 
debts of Mayor and Common Council, etc.) 


Section 37 provides for the manner of 
liquidating, funding and paying of out­ 
standing claims against 
the city and 
county, and winds up the section in these 
words : 


A nd none o f th e claim s h erein specified sh all 
be liq u id ated or paid |o u r italics 1 ex cep t iu 
th e m a n n e r h erein provided. 
Section 38 provides, among other tilings, 
as follows: 
T h e an n u al in terest an d p rin cip al of 
all 
bonus issued for claim s agaiust said eity sh all 
be p aid from th e in te r.st an d sinkl g fund 
provided in Section 35, a u d iu th e m a u u e ro th e r- 
w lse p rovided in th is Act. 
Section 40 provides, among other tilings, 
as follows: 
I t sh all be th e d u ty o f th e T reasu rer to pay 
interest on said bonds, w hen th e sam e falls due. 
o u t o f said in terest funds, as p rovided in th is 
Act. 
That the law under which municipal 
bonds are issued is a part of the contract 
between the corporation and the bond­ 
holders has so long lieen the settled law of 
the whole country that it would seem use­ 
less to quote authorities to establish the 
proposition. 
That point has been several 
times decided by our own Supreme Court 
and the I nited States Circuit Court at 
San Francisco in relation to these very 
coupons and the funding law of 1858. (See 
Meyer vs. lira n, 05 Cal., 583; Kennedy 
vs. Sacramento. 10 Sawyer, 20.) 
We would ask particular attention lo 
this latter decision, as it discusses the sub­ 
ject fully. 
Taking, then, the law in con­ 
nection with the coupons sued on, and the 
contract would read about as follows: “ On 
the 1st day of January, 1876, the city and 
county of Sacramento will pay to the 
bearer, at the office of the Treasurer of the 
city and county, $12 for interest due on 
liond No. 47, provided there is money 
enough in the sinking and interest fund of 
the city of Sacramento applicable to the 
payment of the same; and if the money 
is not then in the fund, will pay the same 
as soon as it comes into said fund properly 
applicable to this coupon.” 
That such is the meaning of the contract 
is evident from these provisions of the 
funding bill. 
Section 37 forbids the pay­ 
ment of these bonds and coupons, “except 
in the manner herein provided.” 
Section 
34 limits the rate of taxation. Section 35 
appottions the taxes raised, setting apart 
fifty-five per cent, to the sinking and inter­ 
est fund. 
Section 38 directs the coupons 
and bonds to be paid from the interest and 
sinking fund, and does not provide for pay­ 
ing from any other fund; and, finally, Sec­ 
tion 40 directs the Treasurer to pay the 
coupons from the interest and sinking 
fund. 
If, by the conditions of the con­ 
tract, these coupons are only to be paid by 
the Treasurer from the interest and sink­ 
ing fund, when by their terms they are 
due, aud when there is money in that 
fund applicable to their payment, then 
these coupons were nominally due in 1876 
and 1877, but in reality were not due until 
1888, when the money came into the in­ 
terest and sinking fund wherewith to pay 
them. This is the view taken of these 
coupons in the case of Freehill v. Cham­ 
berlain, 65 Cal., 608. 
We quote from the 
opinion of Mr. Justice Mynck in the case 
of Freehill v. Chamberlain, 65 Cab, 603-4 : 
It is urged tiia t as tlie coupons in question 
m a ta re d , acco rd in g to tb e ir face, on th e 1st o f 
Jan u a ry , 157:, th e s ta tu te o f L im itations bars 
an y proceeding on th e p art of p etitio n er to eu- 
foree p aym ent; th a t it th e p ro p er am o u n t of 
tax es w ere uo t levied in any one y ear su ch levy 
should have been com pelled by m au d am n s; 
th a t it an y step necessary to h av e pro p er funds 
in th e treasury had been om itted, a proceeding 
to com pel such step w as th e pro p er course. 
We 
do not u u d erstau d jth is to be th e law as ap p lic­ 
able to th is case. 
A ccording to th e Act o f A pril 25,186;’., /«pm , 
ail action could be m ain tain ed against th e city- 
on these bonds or coupons; by law it w as th e 
d u ty o f th e city to m ake provisions for th e pay­ 
m en t o f th e bonds a n d coupons according to th e 
statu te u n d e r w hich th ey w ere Issued an d 
by o m ittin g to perform such d u ty th e city could 
not create th e defense o f th e S tatu te o f L im ita­ 
tions; uo t u n til th e funds w ere in th e treasu ry 
properly app licab le w ould th e statu te begin to 
ru n : not u r til th a t period w ould th e petitio n er 
h av e any rig h t of action o r proceeding agaiust 
th e T reasurer. 
It will be observed from this quotation 
that Justice Myrick expressly lays down 
two material propositions in his opinion. 
First, that under the Act of 1863 (the 
same Act on which the plaintiff is rely­ 
ing), “ no action could 
be maintained 
against the city on these coupons.” 
And further, “ that not until the funds 
were in the treasury, properly applicable, 
would the statute begin to run 
against 
these coupons. 
It will be observed that this opinion was 
concurred in hv five of the other Justices, 
Justice McKee either uot sitting or refus­ 
, ing to concur. 
And these two points were 
I not mere dicta, hut the essential and turn- 
t ing [>oint in the case. 
Following this decision was that of Jus- 
i tice Thornton, in the case of Davis vs. 
; Porter (66 Cal. 658). 
In this opinion it is 
.held by the Court of seven Justices that 
the City Treasurer is not authorized or re­ 
quired, when there is money in the inter- 
i est and sinking fund, to pay past due cou- 
' pons, witli interest on the same. 
Now, as 
the law prescribes that these coupons shall 
only be paid out of a certain fund, and 
i only then by the Treasurer, and that the 
! city cannot he sued, then that would seem 
i to be an end of the ease. 
| 
But Mr. Justice Thornton made some 
remarks about interest (the suit being a 
mandamus suit against the Treasurer to 
compel him to pay interest on coupons) 
which had nothing to do with the case be­ 
fore the Court. They were less even than 
! dicta. 
They do not even amount to an 
! expression of an opinion iqion the subject 
I to which they refer, and cannot he held as 
j authority for anything. They are simply 
! surmises almut what might possibly arise 
j in some future proceeding. 
We have shown, to our own satisfaction 
at least, that these coupons, by the terms 
¡ of the law (contract) under which they 
were executed, were not in reality due 
| until 18S7, aud could not bear interest 
; until that time, aud in this case not even 
after 1887, because, as soon as they were 
demanded after the money was in the in­ 
terest and linking fund, it was tendered to 
i Mr. Davis and he refused to accept the 
* same. 
! 
That this law was constitutional and 
binding as a contract, we do not doubt. 
“ The City and County of Sacramento” 
was not the original debtor, but it was 
“ the Mayor and Common Council of the 
City of Sacramento.” 
It was optional, not 
compulsory, on the part of the creditors 
whether tbey would surrender their claims 
against the Mayor, etc., and accept of the 
new bonds under the Act of 1858. If they 
did accept them they must take them sub­ 
ject to all the reservations, terms and con­ 
ditions of the Act or contract under which 
they were otiered. 
But supposing the Court may not coin­ 
cide in our views on this point, we lay 
down this additional proposition : If these 
coupons were uot only by their own terms, 
hut by the conditions of the law and con­ 
tract under which they were issued, paya­ 
ble absolutely on the first days of January, 
1876 and 1877, still the city of Sacramento 
could not I* sued for the same. The reason 
the city is not liable to suit is that the law 
of 1858, under which these bonds were 
issued, declares expressly that no suit shall 
be brought against the city and county on 
them, and the law of 1863, rechartering 
the city of Sacramento, does not intend to 
impose anv new liability ou the city of 
sacramento in regard to these obligations. 


z 


The language is very plain; it provides 
that the city may sue and lie sued on future 
I contracts, but clearly, by implication, de­ 
i nies the right to sue on past obligations. 
The liability for interest is only an in­ 
cident to the principal debt, and we can­ 
; not conceive of any jtossible state of a case 
1 where a party could recover interest on an 
! existing debt, and still be prevented from 
recovering on the debt itself. 
But this 
. whole subject has been passed upon, as we 
think, authoritatively. 
In the case of Kennedy vs. the City of 
Sacramento (10 Sawyer), the suit was 
' brought against the defendant on certain 
I pa»t due coupons. 
The pleadings are not 
set out in the rejiort, hut we do not doubt 
but that the prayer of the complaint was 
for judgment for the coupons and interest. 
The Court decided the suit could not be 
maintained, and that, of course, is a decis­ 
ion of this case. 
In Freehill vs. Porter, from which we 
have already quoted, it is expressly held 
that under the new charter of 1863, no suit 
can be maintained against the city on the 
bonds or coujxms issued under the Act of 
185S; and, indeed, in several other of the 
recent suits pending between the bond­ 
holders and the city of Sacramento aud its 
officers, the decisions evidently turned on 
what seemed to be an admitted proposition, 
that no suit could be brought directly 
against the city on either bonds or coupons. 


If, however, suits can lie maintained against 1 
the city of Sacramento on coupons issued I 
under the Act of 1858, whether that I 
right of 
action 
arises 
fiom 
the 
in -! 
herent 
conditions 
of the 
bonds 
and 
coupons 
or from 
the 
illegal 
acts ol 
the 
c fy 
or its officers between 
the 
years 1863 and 1877, then this suit might 
have been brought in February, 1877. 
Before that time the coupons, by their 
face, appear to have been due, and all the 
illegal acts were done which the plaintiff 
alleges gives him a right of action, even 
though said right might not have existed 
without those acts. 
But the plaintiff 
seems to assume the position that a suit 
might be maintained for the interest on 
coupons when it would not be lawful to 
sue for the coujxms themselves. 
The 
plaintiff produces no authority or prece­ 
dent to supjxrrt this jrosition, and J udge 
Thornton, 
in 
his 
sujqiosititious 
case, 
which seems to lie the foundation on which 
he hojies to sustain this action, supposes a 
case where an action is brought to recover 
coupons and interest. 
He does uot suggest 
as a [jo-sibility that an action could lie 
brought for interest on the coujxms with­ 
out suing for the coupons themselves. But 
even eujtjtosing a suit could be brought for 
interest without suing on the coujxms (a 
proposition we do not admit), interest was 
due as often as once a year, and there cer­ 
tainly was no bar in the way of bringing 
suits in 1877 for the interest which fell 
between January, 1876, and January, 1877, 
and so on from year to year, so that all 
claims for interest that could have been 
brought against the city by Mr. Davis 
must he that interest which fell due within 
the last four years jirior to the bringing of 
this suit. 
That the ¡statute of Limitations 
begins to run agaius coujxms from the dav 
they fell due was settled by the .Sujireme 
Court of the I'nited States in the case of 
Clark v. Iowa City (20 Wall., p. 582.) 
The plaintiff’s counsel cite this case to 
show that coupons when jiast due hear in­ 
terest. That projxwition we do not deny. 
In recent decisions it has been abundantly 
settled that coupons, after due, do hear 
interest, unless the law under which they 
were issued contains some jirovision which 
operates as an inhibition against this con­ 
struction of the instrument. 
Formerly it 
was doubted if coupons could be construed 
as hearing interest, because this was in the 
nature of comjxiund interest, something 
looked ujxin with horror by all Courts in 
Christendom uj> to within about a half 
century past. 
But the plaintiff was not happy in his 
citation in this case, nor is he correct in 
his statement of what was decided in the 
case. 
The plaintiff in introducing this 
case to the notice of the Court, says: 
In C lark vs. Iow a City (20 W all, 583), th e a c ­ 
tio n begun in 1S74 w as to recover th e am o u n t 
d ue ou coupons w h ich m atu red iu lSGlt, w ith 
lega! in terest irom d ate o f m atu rity , th e bouds 
irom w h ich th e coupons w ere cu t h av in g been 
previously p aid . T h e defense w as, first, th e 
statu te ot lim itatio n s, au d second. Unit If th e 
coupous w ere not b u rre d .n o in terest could be 
allow ed o n th e m . T he p lea of th e statu te w as 
ov erru led a n d upon th e question of interest. 
From the statement of the case as we 
find it in 20 Wall there does not seem to 
have been any question at all as to 
whether the coupons bore interest. 
In the 
Court below, the only defense made by the 
defendent was the Statute of Limitations. 
First, a jilea in the usual short form, aud 
secondly a jilea setting up the facts that 
the plaintiff jmrclmsed the coupons in the 
market after they had been severed from 
the lxmds, and that the bonds themselves 
had been long since either paid or can­ 
celled, and the jilea that under these cir­ 
cumstances they were barred. 
In other 
words, the defendant put in two jileas of 
the Statute of Limitations. 
The Statute of 
Limitations in the State of Iowa was ten 
years on all written instruments or obliga­ 
tions to pay money, either bonds or un­ 
sealed instruments. 
These ooujxms had 
been due more than ten years; the lxmds 
from which they had been detached had 
been due less than ten years. 
The two 
judges in the Circuit Court differed as to 
whether the coupons were or were not 
barred by the Statute of Limitations. 
Th's proposition alone was certified to the 
Supieme Court: 


Docs th e S tatu te o f L im itations eom m euee to 
ru n upon th e coupous from th e ir ow n m atu rity 
le sjec tiv e ly , o r dues it com m ence upon th e 
C. upous only from th e m atu rity o f th e bonds to 
w h ich said coupons b e lo n g ? 
The Sujireme Court held that the statute 
did begin to run from the date of the ma­ 
turity of the coujxms, and that the plain­ 
tiff's action was barred. 
Upon this jxiint 
Judge Field, delivering the ojiinion of the 
Court, said: 


Coupons, w h en severed from th e bonds to 
w h ich they w ere originally n ttaeh ed . are iu 
legal effect eq u iv alen t to sep arate bonds lor th e 
different in stallm en ts o f interest. 
T he lik e ac­ 
tion m ay be b ro u g h t upon eacli of th em , w hen 
th ey respectively De. om e due, as upon th e bond 
itse lf w hen th e p rin cip al m atures: a n d to each 
action—to th a t upon th e bond a n d to each ol 
those upon tin- coupons—th e sam e lim itation 
m ust u p o n p rinciple apply. All S tatu tes o f 
L im itation begin to ru n w h en th e rig h t o f ac­ 
tion is com plete, and it w ould bo ex cep tio n al 
a n d illogical to hold th a t th e statu te sleeps w ith 
respect to claim s upon d etach ed coupons, w hilst 
a com plete rig h t o f action upon such claim s 
ex ists in th e ho ld er. 
We answ er, therefore, th e 
question certified to n s, th a t th e S tatu te o f Iow a, 
w hich ex ten d s th e sam e lim itatio n s to actions 
ou all w ritten contracts, sealed o r unsealed, be­ 
gan to m il again th e coupons iu suit fro a th e ir 
respective m atu rities, an d accordingly allirm 
th e ju d g m en t. 


The plaintiff s counsel were in error in 
supposing that the defendant’s jilea of the 
Statute of Limitations was “ overruled;” 
it was sustained, and judgment for the de­ 
fendant in the Court below and affirmed in 
the Supreme Court. 
This opinion was 
concurred in by all the Judges, excejit 
Justice Clifford, who thought the coujxms 
would not be barred until ten years after 
the bonds from which they were removed 
were due. 
What Justice Field said about 
interest on the coujxms was merely in 
illustration of tlie general current of decis­ 
ions about coujxms. 
It had 110 connection 
witli the case before tlie Court. 
We have 
been thus particular in examining this 
case because it settled one 
important 
jioint—that the Statute of Limitations 
begins to run against coujxms from the 
time they are due, just as against any 
other obligation, a jioint which we think 
has never been 
questioned, hut always 
recognized as settled law since this de­ 
cision. 
Of course we do not deem it necessary 
for as to say that wc do not for a moment 
stijijxiMe that tlie gentlemen on the other 
side made any intentional misstatement of 
what was decided in this case, but merely 
in the hurry of preparing a iirief, in which 
they have cited a great many authorities 
on this jioint of interest, were t<x> much 
hurried to examine all the cases critically, 
and were misled by the language in Judge 
Field’s ojiinion, and did not carefully ex­ 
amine the rejxirter’s statement of the 
case, which would have enlightened them 
as to the real jioint decided. 
So far we think we have satisfactorily 
established these jiropositions: 
First—By analysis of the statute we 
have shown that the coujxms were only 
nominally due in 1876, and not in fact due 
until there was money in the treasury to 
j>ay them, to wit, in 1887. 
Second—Tlie city was never liable to 


he cut from the bonds until they are due; 
it is uot enstomarv to sell coujxms from 
lxmds not yet due. 
By this act of the cor- 
jxiration in 1863-4 every man, woman and 
child holding one or more of these bonds 
was injured. 
The lxmds were discredited 
in the market and made less salable. 
If 
the owner wished to retain them as an in­ 
vestment they were less valuable to him 
because his interest under such a policy 
was not likely to be paid regularly, anil 
began to he postponed from the start. 
That damage was immediate, and the 
holder of any bond had his remedy imme­ 
diately. 
He could apply by mandamus lo 
oomjxd the Trustees to make the jirojxT 
levy, if they failed in their duty in this 
regard. 
If the Treasurer failed to place 
fifty-five jicr cent, of the water rates and 
dog licenses in the interest and sinking 
Fund, he could be compelled by mandamus 
to make the projter distribution of these 
funds. And if at the end of the mandamus 
jiroceedings the plaintiff found he had 
lost one or two years interest on his bonds 
owing to the delay in the Court, lie still 
had his remedy for this. He could sue the 
Trustees (not the corjxiration) for not hav­ 
ing jierformed their duty, and recover 
whatever damages he could show he had 
suffered from this neglect of duty. 
So, 
too, he could sue the Treasurer for his 
neglect of dutv. 
(See Amv v. Suite rv iso rs, 
11 Wall., 136.) 
These are causes of action which arose 
at the time the wrongful acts were done, 
and the actions accrued in favor of the 
then owners of tbe bonds to which the 
coupons 
were 
attached. 
This action, 
though in form of interest on certain cou­ 
pons, is in fact for various alleged breaches 
of contract oil the part of the cltv in not 
providing funds for the interest aud sink­ 
ing fund of the city. 
Ujxin each particu­ 
lar breach of contract a cause of action 
arose, and the statute began to run against 
each separate action from the time of 
the breach. 
That is, for failing to levy 
taxes in 1863-4 was one breach; for the 
same thing in 1864-5 was another, and for 
each of these actions the statute began to 
run at a different day. 
Angel ou Limitations, Section 137, says: 
The gist of an action of assumpsit for the vio­ 
lation oi a special contract is the breach of such 
contract, aud not any resulting or collateral 
damage occasioned thereby. T he statute runs, 
therefore, from the time when tlie contract is 
broken, aud not from the period when any dam­ 
age arising therefrom is sustained by the plaiu- 
titT; and although such damage occur within 
six years, the action is defeated hr the statute, 
if the contract was broken beyond that period. 
The doctrine is that the right of action 
accrues immediately on the breach of a 
contract, and the statute begins to ruti, 
although the real damage resulting from 
the breach may not become apparent or 
he capable of ascertaining until after the 
statute has run. 
(See Angel on Limita­ 
tions, Secs. 137 to 143, inclusive.) 
It does 
not apjiear from the jileadings or proofs in 
this case that Mr. Davis, at any time be­ 
tween 1863 and 1876, owned a bond or 
ooupun issued by the City and County 
of Sacramento. 
1 f he did not, he was not 
injured by these breaches of contract on 
the part of the city. 
If such proof had 
been jiermissihle, we think we could have 
shown 
that 
Mr. 
Davis 
was 
greatly 
benefited 
by 
these 
illegal 
acts 
of 
which he complains. 
By means of those 
acts, bonds and coujions were so greatly 
depreciated that between 1880 and 1883 
the city coupons of JS72, 1873, 1874, 1875 
and 
18-6 
were 
so 
dejireciated 
that 
they sold in the market for from 20 to 
25 cents of their face value. 
Now, if Mr. 
Davis bought some one or two hundred 
thousand dollars of these coupons at 20 
cents on the dollar, and comjxjlled the city 
to pay him par for all the coupons of 1872­ 
3-4 and 5, and has been offered par for 
the thirty or more thousand dollars of the 
1876 which he still holds, we fail to see 
how he was injured by these iniquitous 
acts about which his counsel conijdains so 
loudly. 
But even if Mr. Davis had been 
the owner of these bonds from which his 
coupons were cut, from the first hour 
of 
their 
issuance 
to 
this 
day, lie 
would 
have 
had 
a 
cause of action 
against 
the 
city, 
as 
has 
been 
de­ 
cided 
by 
Judge ¡sawyer aud our Su­ 
preme Court. 
His remedy was against 
the officers of the corjxiration, and not the 
corjxiration itself. 
And if there ever was 
a cause of action against the corporation, 
each and all of them arose before the be­ 
ginning of the year 1878, and have all 
long since been barred by the statute of 
limitations. 


IX EUROPE. 


W h a t 
Sacramento lloy Sees on the 
Continent to Write About. 
A young gentleman, who is engaged in 
business in this city, left for Europe some 
weeks ago. Colonel James McNasser re­ 
ceived a letter from him a few days ago 
dated at Darmstadt on the Rhine, in which 
he says: 
Having a little spare time before the train 
leaves, 1 thought 1 would write you some­ 
what of my trip through Belgium. 
We 
left London Saturday, February 26th, for 
Darmstadt in company with E. E. Rand 
and George Black and daughter, of British 
Columbia. 
From London we took the cars 
to Dover, thence steamer to Oslend, thence 
cars to Brussels, where we arrived at 6 a . m . 
on Sunday. At 11 o'clock we drove to the 
field oi Waterloo, a distance of fifteen 
miles. We secured as u guide at the town 
of Waterloo a Belgian who could speak a 
little English and Geruiau. 
He showed us 
over 
the 
entire 
battlefield, and 
ex­ 
plained 
the jiositions of 
the different 
armies. 
We visited the farm of “La 
Haye Sainte” and Ilougouiuont, where 
tbe 
fighting 
took 
place. 
I 
counted 
twenty-seven bullet holes in one door at 
“ La Haye Sainte.” 
On the spot where 
the battle ended and the surrender was 
made, is erected a very large earth mound, 
which was commenced seven years after 
the battle, 1822, and was completed in 1820. 
Tbe monument is 200 feet high, and the 
circumference at the base 1,080 feet. 
O n 
tbe top of the monument is placed a very 
large lion, made of cast-iron, weighing 
twenty-lour tons. The lion is so placed 
that it is looking over into France. 
This very much disjdeased the French 
people, and attemjits have been made by 
the Frenchmen to disfigure it. Two hun­ 
dred men were employed four years in 
constructing this monument, at á cost of 
more than $1,000,000. There are two ho­ 
tels on the field, and a museum containing 
many interesting relics of the fight—such 
as swords, 
pistols, guns, cannou-balls, 
skulls, etc. 
I purchased several okl pieces 
of coin found on the battlefield, whicti will 
no doubt prove interesting to my Sacra­ 
mento friends. 
We returned to Brussels at 8 p. m . After 
supper we went to the theater. The build­ 
ing is a magnificent one—elegant in every 
particular, splendidly arranged; but the 
(day was not up to the standard of those in 
England. 
The Belgium peojile seem to be a m ix­ 
ture of French and German. They have 
no language of their own, and sneak 
French principally. 
On the 
following 
morning we lett Brussels, via train, for Co­ 
logne, where we arrived at 11 o’clock. 
We 
secured a guide and visited the celebrated 
Cathedral of Cologne—the grandest in the 
. 
world. The two towers from the front of 
any suit or action on these coujxms. even I the building are 560 feet high, and other 
if they were absolutely due in 1876, as we 
have shown both by the terms of the law 
under which these bonds were issued and 
by the decision of Judge .Sawyer in the 
Kennedy case and our own Supreme Court 
in the Freehill case. 
Third—That if there ever was any cause 
of action against the city it has long since 
been barred by the Statute of Limitations.

We now come to the jirojxisition so elo­ 
quently argued by the counsel for the 
jilaintiff, that the corjxjratiou known as 
the City of Sacramento had fraudulently 
and wickedly, from the 11th day of May, 
1863, up to the 1st of January, 1887, habit­ 
ually failed to levy the projier tax. and 
had also constantly failed to jilaee in the 
interest and sinking fund the moneys that 
rightfully belonged to the same, thereby 
entitling Mr. Davis to interest that would 
not otherwise have been due to him. 
Let us examine this claim. 
If the cor­ 
poration violated its duty in respect to the 
matter suggested, somelxidy suffered, and 
we are free to admit that the parties suf­ 
fering ought to have had some remedy. If, 
in 1863-4, these wrongs were done, who 
were the sufferers? 
Undoubtedly those 
who at that time held the bonds issued by 
the City and County of Sacramento. 
The p re s u m p tio n is that at that time 
whoever held the bonds also held the 
ooujxms. 
The coupons are not intended to

razed in England during the fourth anu 
fifth centuries, ntanv of the Christians— 
mostly women—lett England and settled 
in: Cologne, on the Rhine. 
After Attila 
made 
an 
attack 
on 
Rome 
and 
had 
been 
defeated, 
in 
his 
retreat 
he took revenge by jellage and murder. 
The 11,000 girls, nn< er Ursula, had gathered 
and decided to die rather than be taken by 
the Hans, hence they were all murdered on 
the spot where the church now stands. 
In 
the church are many glass cases, in which 
are placed the skulls and bones of tbe un­ 
fortunate victims : have seen the t oint of 
the arrow by which St. Ursula was killed ; 
a jiarticle of the cross; a particle of the 
crown of thornsjof Christ; a particle of the 
whip with which Christ was scourged. 
Cologne, besides its cathedral, is noted 
for its jieifumery. 
A1 travelers passing 
into France and Belgium are allowed st.x 
bottles of cologne free of duty. 
After » 
eood night's rest and having purchase 
views of tbe city and six bottles of cologne, 
took the 9 o'clock train to Darmstadt, up 
the celebrated Rhine. 
The run was a nice 
one and elegant scenery.

AN OCEAN STEAMER. 


Railr<«*d Trip in F nglnnrl—S cen es 
in th e C ountry—A ristocracy 
at a D iscount.

L o n d o n , March 14,1888. 
We came in sight of the coast of Ire- 
untl on the rooming of the 4th instant 
(March), and were glad to sec land again- 
Even land owned by a Ixzrd had as ranch 
of a charm for us as though it were our 
own. 
The beautifal fields, contrasted with 
the insignificant tenant houses, offer to roe, 
even at this distance,an argument in favor 
of adding at least one more grain of corn 
to the scanty fare of a hungry babe. 
Said 
an Englishman to me this morning: “ Ig­ 
norance is the cause of one-half of their 
misery, and rum the other half.” 
There 
is evidence sufficient to believe that both 
ignorance and rum have ruined Ireland; 
hut that the cause of her misery results 
entirely from it is, I think, not the ease. 
That 
Irish tenants have, in 
numerous 
cases, been 
shamefully and mercilessly 
treated is true, and the appealing cry of 
the famishing mother and 
the heart­ 
rending moans of her jierishing children 
ought to reach the hearts of their op­ 
pressors to relieve them from their suf­ 
fering. 


A RAILROAD T R IP IN UNOr.ANL). 
We left Liverpool at 9:4-5 A. .w. on the 
London and Northwestern Railway, and 
made the distance of 204 miles iii four 
hours and thirty minutes, including all 
stojts by the way.’ The ballast of tlie road 
is nowhere excelled. The officials were 
very courteous, hut the little coops to ride 
in are not modern nor niediieval, either in 
construction or comfort. 
What little con­ 
cerns! 
They will discommode eight jter- 
sons at one time, while a lesser nnmber, 
say four, could sit awkwardly and “ get 
there. 
No one hut Americans complain. 
When they think of Texas they want more 
room. 
Well, here 1 am.

this institution is about 5 by 7.1 feet, and 
is only 61 feet from floor to ceiling.

where is the heater? 
It is 49° Farenheit, 
and when the train moves forward it will 
be colder still. 
Oh ! here he comes with 
a stove ! 
No, that's no stove ! 
Well, it’s 
hot, anyway. 
The apparatus hxiks like 
one of the mercury slugs of California, 
only on a larger scale. 
They are filled 
with hot water, and serve to fever the feet 
and freeze the remnant of the creature. 


ENGLISH FARM DWELLINGS. 
The buildings along the way of our trip 
are all made of stone or brick. 
They are 
antique structures and are covered with 
tile or thatch. 
House, barn, chicken coop 
and j>ig sty, with few exceptions, occti|>v 
close quarters, but are kept neat. 
The 
quaint architecture and the dingy ajipear- 
anoe of these buildings are not calculated 
to impress the visitor favorably.

windows abound, and of chimneys there 
are some to let.

TH E FARMS 
Are kept fertile by constant attention to 
the enrichment of the soil, by c hange of 
crops and 
surface 
applications. 
Few 
fences are seen, but, what is better here, 
well-preserved hedges, inclosing fields of 
two to ten acres. 
The farms are verv 
large ; are all owned by English Ixirds, 
who rent for cash at from $ 3 to $ 6 j>er 
acre, dejtend ing on the value of the land 
and its ability to produce. 
All along the 
railway the renters were preparing their 
fields to raise table stufis for London 
markets. 
They pay no attention to wheat- 
raising where garden products yield well. 
The past seven years have lessened the 
value of the grain lands, and many farms 
are idle, and will be until the ¡trice of 
wheat rises high enough to justify the 
renter to attempt its production. I saw hut 
two orchards along the line.

If these large tracts of land could be re­ 
duced to smaller lots, and families of imxi- 
erate means would buy them, they could 
he so improved as to double their products, 
and besides, the educational facilities of a 
more densely populated community would 
contribute far more to the future great­ 
ness of Kngland through the literary and 
moral development of the jxisteritv of 
this generation, than all the pretentious 
and vaunting lxiasts of the aristocracy of 
her baronets anti jtee s.

It has land as its object, and will have it, 
even if Wat Tyler has to die for it. There 
are jtoor bare-footed Ixtys and girls of 
nobler birth, but humbler station, crushed 
by these lowly upper tens, who ought to 
be jieimitted to exchange places; not be­ 
cause of comfort, hut in order to imjirove 
the station, and give society a living, act­ 
ing agency iu favor of the development of 
the highest jiossibilities of all classes.

THE RAILROAD STEIKE. 


The immediate issue between the loco- 
E itive engineers at the West and the rail­ 
road against w h o se system of grading serv­ 
ice they struck, it is not necessary to now 
ccndder. 
But it is im portant in the high­ 
est degree to form a perfectly true concep­ 
tion of the strike when it extended beyond 
the road upon w h ic h it originated. 
The 
right, pure aud simple, of one man to 
eease laboring for another is precisely as 
undeniable as ihe right of an employer to 
decline to give labor to any particular 
persons. 
But it becomes a very different 
m atter when the strike and the lock-out 
expand into the boycott that takes into 
its embrace wholly innocent parties. The 
workers of the country are learning very 
rapidly that the effort to involve those in 
strikes who have no natural relation to 
them is not only indefensible hut de­ 
structive 
of 
the 
best 
interests 
of 
lalHir, 
because 
it 
alienates 
from 
it 
human 
sympathy. 
The 
right 
to 
associate itself is undeniable to la lo r as it 
is to capital and intelligence. 
But the 
right is not only questioned, it is to-day 
hv the American public denied, to visit 
punishment upon anyone for the sins 
charged against another. 
W hen the ba­ 
kers, who disagreed with tlieir employers 
¡n San Francisco, visited the strike upon 
employers of cook- and waiters also, in 
order to make sv" L employers unwilling 
agents in their interest, they lost public 
sympathy, and, as a result, public condem­ 
nation was visited upon them. So, when 
the engineers proposed to inconvenience 
the whole general public, to stop the 
wheels of all commerce at all related to 
the road originally assailed, and visit pecu­ 
niary loss upon innocent persons, in order 
to coerce the offending road to yield, they 
found that public judgment turned upon 
those who invoked the strike. 
T hat is to 
say, the public refused to recognize the 
justice of the engineers’ method, so far as 
it passed beyond the lim it of the right to 
cease to labor for the company with which 
it had issue. The result lias been that the 
boycott phase of the strike has been aban­ 
doned, and that, too, in resjionse to the 
demand and advice of large bodies of the 
colleagues 
of 
the 
strikers. 
It 
was 
unquestionably the result of conviction on 
the part of the engineers, who are a body 
of especially intelligent men, that the 
public sympathy they wished for would be 
lost to them under the boycott demand ; 
and it was due also to the conviction of 
those engineers who had no grievance 
against their roads, that to attem pt to dic­ 
tate to them in the m atter of their busi­ 
ness relations to the road first involved 
would be not only cruelly unjust, but 
would eud in disastrous failure. 
There is no reason, however at first ap­ 
parently strong and worthy of respect, 
that will bear the test of analysis when 
advanced in defense of an attempt to pre­ 
vent an unoffending person from fulfilling 
his obligations to one against whom a 
strike is aimed. 
The American people 
are lovers of fair play at all times am) un­ 
der all circumstances. 
Nowhere 


riches the soil. 
lie concludes that the 
diminished cost of annual food by the pro­ 
tection of sheep husbandry, with adequate 
import duties on wool, would many times 
compensate for increased cost of woolen 
fabrics. 
California being so near to Aus­ 
tralia and South American sheep-growing 
slopes, would feel the first blow under a 
free wool policy, and would rally from it 
with greater difficulty than any other 
State, because her other industries are 
least numerous and hut little varied;

FREE WOOL. 


The protest of the wool-growers of Cali­ 
fornia against placing wool ujion the free 
list was, in itself, a strong argument against 
President Cleveland’s position; but there 
was jue argument they failed to advance, 
which is employed by W. S. Shallenberger; 
of Pennsylvania, in the current number of 
the North American Review that has [>c- 
culiar strength for California, a State that, 
by reason of the fact of its development 
under a protective system, and which, from 
the beginning, adjusted its industries to 
that condition is, of all other-, most vitally 
interested in guarding them from all harm. 
The argument is made by the essayist that, 
as South America and A ustralia are highly 
lavored by climate for wool growing, the 
free admission of wool would destroy wool- 
growing in the United States. 
Thereupon 
all the workers in it would be driven to 
seek other avenues of labor, aud thus clog 
many of them, and bring wages down to a 
figure Inflow the level of our system and its 
demands upon the American workingman. 
Moreover, the workmen in industries de­ 
pendent u[>on wool-growing would suffer 
by a corresponding decline in the rate of 
wages, and nearly all other industrial 
workers would feel such acliou seriously 
by reason of the increased competition, re­ 
sulting from the workers in wool-growing 
distributing themselves among other em­ 
ployments. 
All wage-eamers buy their 


The declination of a bishopric by a New 
York clergyman is a notable instance of 
the sacrifice of personal advancement and 
ease to a sense of duty to the race. 
Rev. 
Dr. Henry Y. Satterlee, of New York, 
w ill remain a priest of the Protestant Epis­ 
copal Church while he might be filling the 
Assistant Bishopric of Ohio—wearing lawn 
sleeves, and in speedy succession to a full 
bishopric, attending to little more than 
ceremonials of the church and some super­ 
visory duties. 
It requires courage in a 
high degree to remain in the laborious 
work of a parish priest, when the offer of 
a better position—one of greater ease, dis­ 
tinction and pecuniary and social reward— 
is made. 
Such men as this are cut out to 
do good to tlieir fellows; they crucify the 
flesh in reality ; they concern themselves 
about the largest measure of good they can 
do to their fellows; their ambitions are 
limited only by the ]>ossiklc benefits they 
can bestow upon their fe'.low-men. 
It is 
unquestionably true in churches as in 
most other organizations, that the hard- 
workers, the doers of most good, the wield- 
ers of most effective weaponry, are found 
among the subordinate officers. 
The gen­ 
erals and leaders and executive officials, 
bishops and archbishops, presidents and 
superintendents and 
managers, however 
diligently they labor, still have under 
their command those whose conceptions of 
duty are of such a nature that they 
more assiduously and tirelessly labor than 
those in greater authority. 
Perhaps this 
is made more evident in church work than 
any other, however. 
The sincere, devoted 
priest, pastor, minister, missionary—these 
are they on whom the heaviest burdens of 
labor fall. 
It is among these that the he­ 
roes of the church are found ; these are the 
workers in the vineyards that yield richest 
harvests of good. 
Dr. Satterlee, noted as a 
clergyman of great pow er; as a huiider-up 
of weak parishes; as an untiring laborer ' 
for the Christian faith in church and a lley ; 


ter should be so reciprocal that State lines 
will, for all such purposes, be practically 
eliminated. There is no reason to lie found 
in the sovereignty of a State that is forci­ 
ble as an objection to such uniformity of 
laws as will make crime more perilous than 
now, and the law more certain in its visita­ 
tions upon offenders. 
As matters now

of railroad and telegraph eras, aud are, for 
that reason, if for no other, ill-adapted to 
the conditions of the dav.

A hit! was presented by the C ounty As­ 
sessor for the registration of several h u n ­ 
dred nam es w hich was not certified to by 
th e County Clerk, and the Board declined 
to act upon it in its present shape. 
T he 
bill covered the certificates presented to 
the County Clerk a few days ago, w hich 
th at official declined to receive on the 
ground ol inform ality in m aking them out. 
Assessor Frost was sent for to explain the 
bill. 
Before he arrived D eputy Assessors 
M cM anus am i Coons appeared and ad­ 
dressed the Board. 
The form er m ade a 
fall and fair statem ent of w hat occurred 
betw een him self and the C ounty Clerk 
a t 
the 
tim e 
th e 
certificates 
were 
presented, substantially as it has already 
been published. 
Mr. Coons, though he 
does no: appear to have been connected 
w ith the transaction, lost his tem per, and 
indulged in language w hich, w hile not at 
all becoming, was sufficient to show his 
feeling 
in 
regard 
to 
the registration 
question. 
Mr. M cM anus said th at the Assessor’s 
office had acted under the advice o f the 
District A ttorney in th efo rm of blank used, 
and th at officer, w ho was present, corrobo­ 
rated his statem ent. 
T he deputy also 
stated th at th e inform ality in th e registra­ 
tions was being corrected as fast as possi­ 
ble, and th at since the Board had adopted 
the rule th at applicants should give the 
street and n um ber of their residence, the 
Assessor had instructed all his deputies to 
require it. They were also instructed not 
to solicit registrations, but to take nam es 
only upon the request of parties desiring 
to be registered. 
i t was decided th at the certificates should 
be again presented to the C ounty Clerk, 
w ho w ould accept those w hich were in 
proper form, w hich Mr. M cM anus said was 
a great m ajority of them . 
M r. M cM ullen said th at as th e Assessor 
had acted under th e direction of th e D is­ 
trict A ttorney, he thought he ought to be 
paid for the registrations and this seemed 
to be th e view of the Board, though action 
on th e whole m atter was postponed until 
this m orning. 
D uring the discussion of the m atter the 
President of th e Board, Dr. Tebbets.m ade a 
very good suggestion.

T he m em bers of the Board of Supervisors, 
individually and collectively, have watched 
th e erection of th e structure w ith jealous 
eyes and have seen to it th at the specifica­ 
tions have been com plied w ith in every 
respect. 
Mr. B urrell has left them no 
ground for com plaint, for he has not only 
lultilled his contract to the letter but has 
m ade some additional im provem ents which 
were not called for in the specifications, but 
w hich it was found w ould add m aterially 
to the strength and durability of th e work. 
T he Board of Supervisors visited the 
bridge in a body yesterday afternoon and 
after m aking a thorough inspection, de­ 
clared them selves perfectly satisfied w ith 
it. 
They have, therefore, m ade prepara­ 
tions to receive th e bridge from the con­ 
tractor this afternoon at 3 o’clock, w hen it 
will be dedicated to the public use w ith 
som e very interesting and appropriate cer­ 
em onies.

The bridge is a com bination o f iron and 
wood, consisting of three spans of 200 
feet each, resting upon iron and concrete 
piers. T he foundations are forty feet below 
low w ater and tw enty-fourfeet above, i h e 
trusses are thirty-three feet high and the 
roadw ay is tw enty feet in the clear. 
T he 
trusses are, m ostly of iron, th at portion 
w hich is of wood being covered w ith gal­ 
vanized iron. 
It is thoroughly braced 
against w ind pressure, and every portion of 
the structure is finished in the m ost w ork­ 
m an-like m anner. 
Each span is calculated 
to carry 9U0 tons weight before any part of 
it would break. 
T he planking of the road­ 
way is 4x12x24, laid at an angle w ith the 
trusses. T h is is an excellent plan, as the 
planking will wear longer and w ill produce 
less ja r to vehicles passing over them . 
T he piers upon w hich th e bridge rests 
are oí the m ost substantial character. They 
are eight in num ber, and were built in the 
follow ing m an n er: F irst, piles were driven 
dow n forty-tw o feet, around w hich were 
placed boiler-iron cylinders. Then railroad 
bars were driven betw een the piles, inside 
of the cylinders, and the latter filled w ith 
cem ent. T he center cylinders are five feet 
in diam eter, and those a t the end are three 
feet n ine inches. 
A t each end of the bridge iron plates are 
fastened overhead, bearing the following 
inscriptions in gilt letters :

T he L ast o f th e M en W h o in IKflO 
W ere C andidates on the; 
N ational T ickets. 


The anniversary of Lincoln's birthday’ 
which was never so widely celebrated as in 
this year, 1S8S, brought many of the first 
Republicans—old-timers—into notice. All 
over the country they have beeu heard of 
by hundreds, who for years have imagined 
th a t most of them had long since paid 
their last debt to nature. 
Perhape, says 
the N’ew York Graphic editorially, among 
all the veterans that the occasion brought 
out none was at one time more prominent, 
in war days, when history was made, than 
Hannibal Ham lin, of Maine. 
H e is one 
of the few men still living who were con­ 
spicuous in the Republican party at the 
tim e of its first national canvass.'in 1856. 
Fortv-fiye years have rolled away since 
Mr. Hamlin, then in his thirty-fourth year, 
was elected to Congress, after having niade 
an unsuccessful fight fur the plait; two 
years before. 
He was a Democrat, and 
considered a strong and faithful party man. 
Indeed, he was sent to the Uni ted’States 
Senate by that party, and was practically 
its leader iu Maine. 
W hen the Republi­ 
can party was organized he fell away from 
his old political allegiance, and since that 
tim e has been an aggressive leader of the 
most advanced and radical wing of the Re­ 
publican organizaticn. Nearly eighty years 
of age— he was born in 1S09—he still ap­ 
parently retains much of the physical and 
mental vigor which thirty years ago made 
him recognized as one of the best political 
campaigners in New England. 
H e has 
grown to be an historical character. Of 
the eight men on those famous national 
tickets of 1 ¡8*30, when the country stood on 
the verge of a great convulsion,'he is the 
only one now living. 
John Beli, who car­ 
ried the standard of the Union party in 
th at campaign, lived long enough to learn 
that the arbitram ent of battle had forever 
settled the questions of slavery and seces­ 
sion in this country, nud before ¡he died :n 
his home in Nashville, Tenn., in 1860, he 
had acknowledged that the temporary truce 
his party had held out would have only 
postponed the struggle and would not have 
forever prevented it. 
Edward Everett, the great Massachusetts 
orator, who was Mr. Bell's associate, passed 
away amid the sounds of the last guns of 
the war that he had in his brotherly, 
kindly nay hoped to suppress. He did not 
live long enough to hear the echoing 
shouts of victory that greeted the grand 
arm y as it marched through W ashington 
in the bright spring days of I860, for early 
in January of th at year all Boston, anil 
much of New England, had stood with un­ 
covered heads and watched the cortege 
th at bore him to the grave. 
Stephen A. Douglas looked his last look 
ou this earth during the first throes of the 
rebellion th at lie had foreseen and was pre­ 
paring to aid in suppressing, for in the 
June days of 1861, at Chicago, he, too, was 
laid at rest amid the sorrow, not of a State 
alone, but of the nation he had served so 
well. 
Herscliel V. Johnson, who was the 
candidate on the ticket with the “ little 
giant,” dropped away after the war out of 
public notice, and died quietly and almost 
forgotten in his Georgia home nearly ten 
years ago. 
John C. Breckenridge ought to have 
been living and in the prime of life to day 
in his early sixties, but the war left him 
poor, stranded and a fugitive from his 
home among the rollicking, eareless-livcd 
habitues of the Students’ Q uarter in Paris. 
W hen he could return he did so, and in 
May, 1875, breathed his last at his old 
home, Lexington, Ky. 
Joseph I.aue, of Oregon, who in the 
fighting days of the Mexican war was the 
idol of the Northwest, and Governor, 
member of Congress and Senator from the 
new State, saw his political fut ure forever 
clouded when he and Breckenridge met 
their great defeat. 
H e died in obscurity 
and poverty about two years after Breck­ 
enridge had l>een carried to the grave. 
So the old Maine statesman is the last of 
the list, and as he stood up in the rooms of 
the Republican Club at Portland, Me., on 
Lincoln’s anniversary, Is it to be wondered 
that with dimmed eyes and sometimes 
tremulous voice he talked of th • past and 
of his friends and associates s.. the old 
days, with the tone of a man whose race 
in life was finished, and who was longing 
for the rest that the grave brings tons all?

C. P. Huntington seated in a Third-street 
car, accompanied by his Secretary and his 
son. was the objective point for the adm ira­ 
tion of all the passengers who were making 
'.he trip with him . There was a new con­ 
ductor, much impressed with the dignity of 
his position, who was unacquainted with 
the railroad magnate, and concluded that 
the trio were attaches of Forepaugh's Wild 
West Show. On reaching tne corner of 
Third street, for he was on an u d trip, he 
p.occeded to collect the fares, flourishing 
the beil-pnnch much as though it were a 
carving-knife or a poker. 
Arriving opposite C. P., he reached out 
for a four-bit piece the millionaire was 
tiugering, and, on receiving, examined it 
closely. The coin was a trifle the woise for 
wear, but. though smooth and shiny, it 
was still good currency. The conductor 
did not think so. however. Concluding at 
length his extended examination, he re­ 
marked : 
“ Have you any more like this with 
you ?” and he smiled, as much as to say, 
There's no flies on me.” 
Secretary Miles glanced up in surprise, 
and said : “ The coin is all right, sir.” 
"A h,” said the conductor, with a supe­ 
rior smile, “ is it me you'd want to teacli ? 
May be you don't know 1 was the door­ 
keeper at the Mint for two years. Hand 
over thim there nickels or Pll put ye out.” 
Miles rose to his feet and said to the con­ 
ductor, “ Don't you know that's Mr. H unt­ 
ington—Collis P. Huntington ?” 
" I don't care ii he's Buffalo Bill and 
Marcus D. Boruck and Kit Carson rolled 
into one,” replied the conductor, who had 
uever beard the august Dame before. “ He 
and you and his nibs there,” pointing to 
Mr. Huntington, Jr., who was arrayed in 
clothes and hat of the latest fashion, "have 
got to shell out good coin or walk.” 
The situation was decidedly ludicrous, 
and the conductor had pulled the bell for 
the car to stop. Mr. H untington's face 
wore a broad smile, as he dived into his 
pocket and pulled out a new dollar. The 
oondnctor played three notes on his bell- 
punch and withdrew to the front platform, 
where he commenced recounting his brill­ 
iant exploit tothedriver. His communica­ 
tion was received with a withering smile, 
for the driver said, " Small chance you've 
got for a show on Market street now.”

A GIGANTIC SCHEME. 


M aking B ig M eadow s In to an A rtificial 
L ak e for Irrigation P urposes. 
James O'Brien, the Smartsville man who 
is now irrigating tne western part of Ne­ 
vada county and the eastern part of Yuba 
county, and who is going to make that 
region blossom like the rose, and who is 
going to own a railroad some of these days, 
is a man who carries an idea or two in nis 
head. The other day ho was in Grass Val­ 
ley, and he talked abont irrigation, and 
about the schemes and the works of Will 
8. Green and the other Colusa county irri­ 
gators. 
“ They have a tine lot of ditches, and 
those ditches run where water is much 
needed at certain seasons of the year,” said 
O’Brien, " but the trouble with them will 
be that they will have no water in the dry 
season. Then the rivers will be low, and 
taking water out of the streams will cause 
trouble with the people below and on the 
riw r banks. W ith the system of irri­ 
gation which those men propose they 
m ust catch winter 
water 
by mean's 
of «fama, and 
save 
that 
water 
for 
'ate sum mer use. They ought to go up to 
the Big Meadows, in Plum as county, and 
build a dam there and turn that marsh into 
the grandest la k e in the mountains, Tahoe 


excepted, and then they can have all the 1 
1 water they can use all the year round. ¡ 
! This irrigation business, to be properly 
; conducted, must have a catching system by 
means of mountain dams and mountain 
lakes. The Big Meadows project is the 
biggest thing of the kind in the State. I 
wonder that W ill Green, engineer as he is, 
has not thought of the Big Meadows.” 
“ The valley farmers are afraid of dams,” 
suggested the Tidings representative. 
" That’s so ; when you talk about a dam 
to them they suspect right away that a 
hydraulic monitor is to be planted some­ 
where, to tear down the m ountains; but 
the dam system will come about, ior after 
a while those men will get over being 
{ i-htened at improvements.”— Grass Valley 
Tidings. 


P la c e r to th e F ro n t. 
A merely superficial glance at the map 
of Placer county determines anyone that 
the county traversed bv the leading trans­ 
continental route of railroad has unequaled 
facilities for iransporlation which connects 
the county at once with the markets of the 
East and West. 
Another marked feature is the fact of a 
natura! boundary line on either side, fur­ 
nished by the feeders of the greatest river 
system of the State. These feeders—the 
American and Bear 
rivers, and 
their 
branches rising in our watershed on the 
eustern boundary—give us at once the most 
perfect water supply in the State. This 
water supply is at last being fully utilized. 
The enlarged system of the Bear River 
Ditch Company, with its 300 miles of 
ditches, may now be said to be prepared to 
cover a larger portion of the central and 
western part of the country, with a possi­ 
ble enlargement to meet the future re­ 
quirements of all those portions of the 
county. 
As to climate, we do not claim perfect 
im m unity from frost in winter, and we do 
not realize that such im m unity would 
prove an actual blessing. Twice, during 
our history as a county, we have bad what 
we term a severe winter—the winter just 
past and that of 1854. 
In both winters 
mentioned the theremometer registered as 
1 w as 12° above zero at altitud: s of 1,300 
feet. W hen we come to measure the effects, 
we find that although our youngest and 
tenderest citrus fruits were damaged, still, 
the more hardy, those of greater age, and 
especially those raised from native seedlings 
have escaped injury. 
As to our deciduous 
fruits nothing is damaged, except the fruit 
pests, and they are perceptibly reduced; 
consequently, applying the law- of compen­ 
sation, the balance is certainly in our favor. 
We have no wet blanket of sea fog to 
retard the growth and lessen the quality 
of onr fru it; 
but watered by our ditches 
and ripened in the sun they at once have 
the full advantage of every natural re­ 
source. 
We have long worn the belt for 
the most luscious of the earlier fruits. Onr 
raisins are the best in the market, onr 
table grapes surpass any in the market, 
and our citrus fruits reach market the 
earliest. 
We have spoken thus far of our fruits, in 
connection with our water system ; but it 
must not be forgotten that we have large 
areas that are well adapted to the growth of 
those products that do hot require irriga­ 
tion. It lias long since been demonstrated 
that our most lucious grapes are produced 
without irrigation. The olive seems to be 
as native to our soil as any of the most 
hardy shrubs. All nut-bearing trees may 
be classed as equally hardy, and from the 
altitude of Clipper Gap at 1,7U0 feet, to 
Shady Run, about 4,00U feet, nearly all the 
deciduous fruits are grown with apparently 
no irrigation. 
The above is merely, at the most, a glance 
at our almost inm úte resources as a county. 
We have said nothing about the large grain 
nor mining interests, the granite quarries, 
the pipe-clay pottery works at Lincoln, or 
the pulp works and lumber interests at 
Towles. We have reasons to be proud of 
old Placer, and we have a right to claim for 
her a leading position among the counties 
of the State.— Placer Republican.

SA C R A M EN TO M A R K E T . 


D rin k , a t H u m e a n d A b ro a d . 
There is no a doubt that refined pub­ 
lic sentiment is making itself felt in this 
country upon the drinking habits of the 
community. Statistics show th at our pres­ 
ent population of about 60,000,000 actu­ 
ally consumes less anient spirits than did 
the population of 31,000,000 th irty years 
ago. 
This Ls 
due, in 
some 
measure, 
to 
the 
introduction of malt 
liquors, 
which have driven out 
the stronger 
beverages; but while malt beverages seem 
to 
be 
in very 
common 
use, 
they 
are 
much 
less 
used 
among 
us than 
in G reat 
Britain 
and 
most 
of 
the 
European countries. 
The 
temperauce 
agitation which has been kept up pretty 
vigorously for forty years or more has 
had its effect in toning up public opinion 
on the drink question, and in very manv 
communities making it actually disrep­ 
utable to use intoxicating liquors. 
In 
most of the smaller towns in the older sec­ 
tions of the country prohibition is easily 
enforced, and total abstinence is the rule 
among the people, whereas, within the 
memory of the present generation, those 
towns contained numbers 
of moderate 
drinkers, who were not ostracised as long 
as they were not downright drunkards. 
To-day in such communities to say of a 
man, “ he drinks.” is to cast a shadow 
upon his reputation, from which he will 
not recover, unless he reforms his habits.

A G igan tic Load o f L um ber. 
The Korthicrstern Lumberman, of recent 
date, said: “ W hen it was announced in 
the I/umberman that the barge Wahnapitie 
had carried a cargo of 2,181,000 feet of 
lumber, letters were received asking if it 
was not a typographical error, 
ft was 
thought by many that no boat could carry 
such a load. 
For the purpose of showing 
the barge on paper, a photograph was ob­ 
tained of her when loaded at Duluth. The 
freight rate to Tonawanda was $3 75 a 
thousand, which footed up to a total of 
$8,178 75. The owners of the boat, how­ 
ever, were not satisfied with such a record, 
and proceeded to break it by loading at 
Duluth 2,409,800 feet of lumber, which 
also went to Tonawanda, and which is 
put down as the biggest cargo of lumber 
on record. 
At the latter place the cargo 
was unloaded on Saturday afternoon anil 
Monday forenoon—one working day. 
It 
will lie readily understood that the money­ 
making capacity of the barge is of the 
Jum bo order also. 
The barge is owned by 
the Saginaw Lumber & Salt Company and 
tlie Emery Lumt>er Company, and cost 
§30,000. 
She is 275 feet long and 51 feet 
l>eam. The lumber on her was piled 22 
feet high aud she drew 11 feet of water. 
H ad shebeen 10 in-hes wider she could 
not have passed through the Soo canal. 
The boat was built on the Saginaw river a 
year ago last winter, and was designed for 
carrying logs from the Georgian bay to 
the Saginaw river and Tawas mills. 
The 
Canadian Government, however, increased 
the export duty on logs, and the barge was 
put into the lumber carrying trade.

SEVIER’S HEROIC EXPLOIT. 


The General who in the course of twenty 
years fights thirty-five battles, all against 
desperate odds, and is always victorious, 
m ast be a m ilitary genius. Such a G en­ 
eral was John Sevier, who broke the power 
of the British over the T hirteen Colonies 
at King’s Mountain, and subsequently, for 
fifteen years, was the first Governor of 
Tennessee. 
H is field was narrow and his 
forces were sm all; but w hat he did was 
essential to the securing of American in­ 
dependence. 
H e was a most remarkable 
man, and bad he acted in a wider sphere 
his fame would have filled the world. 
It 
may be questioned if any one of the Gen­ 
erals of our late w ar will compare with 
him in m ilitary ability. 
They accom­ 
plished great results, and they handled 
immense resources. 
H e knew how to se­ 
cure great ends by slender means. 
Before 
Napoleon was born he discovered that 
principle of dynamics by which a small 
body, driven with immense force, deals a 
heavier blow than a much larger one, 
having only the ordinary momentum. 
In Sevier’s time the people beyond the 
Alleghenies were too much engrossed in 
making history to give any thought to the 
writing of it, and hence the country knows 
very little of his great services; but now 
that a careful investigator is exploring his 
career and making it known to the public, 
we have another hero added to our roll of 
honor, and not merely a hero, but also one 
of those pivotal characters on whom turn 
the hinges of history. 
For, we think it 
not too much to say that had not John 
Sevier been victorious at King’s moun­ 
tain, and so heroically held the rear all 
through the revolutionary war, this coun­ 
try could not have achieved its independ­ 
ence. 
From Edmund K irke’s recently 
published “R earG uard of the Revolution” 
we extract an account of one of Sevier’s 
exploits soon after the battle of K ing’s 
mountain. 
The western country was infested with 
the Cherokees, one of the bravest and 
strongest of the Indian tribes that sided 
with the British during the revolution. 
They did not appear in any large body, 
but small parties hung about the more re­ 
mote settlements, descending upon some 
unguarded dwellings and whelming men, 
women and 
children in indiscriminate 
massacre. 
Instantly garrisons were sta­ 
tioned in the most exposed positions, and a 
cordon of light troops was placed all along 
the frontier. 
The wide extent of territory to be 
guarded involved the employment of so 
many of Sevier’s meu that it would seem 
to have been impossible for him to muster 
a force strong enough for any im portant 
offensive operation. 
And yet, at this very- 
time, he undertook and executed one of 
the most brilliant exploits in his history— 
one which, I think, has no parallel in the 
achievements of George Rogers Clark, or 
any other border soldier. 
1 le had been 
convinced that some of the recent raids 
had been perpetrated by E rati Cherokees, 
who had their homes high up in the 
gorges of the Smoky mountains, the gi­ 
gantic range which is now the southwest­ 
ern boundary between Tennessee and North 
Carolina. 
These Indians were a body of 
bold, hardy mountaineers, 1,200 strong, and 
their country was intrenched amid rocky 
fastnesses that were reported to he impreg­ 
nable. 
Few white men had ever visited 
their stronghold, and those who had re­ 
ported it unassailable by any civilized sol­ 
diery. By any route that could be taken it 
was 200 miles from W atauga, and the way 
to it was through trackless forests, across 
torrents and dangerous rivers, and over 
mountains steep and rugged, and loftier 
than any east of the Mississippi. 
Only- 
one white m anat W atauga—IsaacThomas 
—had ever entered this stronghold, and 
he had gone to it through the Indian 
country, on its southwestern side, from 
which it was always approached by its in­ 
habitants. 
No Iudian, no white trader, 
was known to have ever entered it from 
the eastern side, and of this region civil- 
Í7.ed man was as ignorant as of the interior 
of Africa. 
It is to-day as wild a country 
as is anywhere to he found on this con­ 
tinent. 
But from this side Sevier deter­ 
mined to approach it, and with but one 
hundred and thirty men to storm this in­ 
accessible position, defended as it was by 
twelve hundred brave mountaineers. H e 
took hut one hundred and thirty, because 
not another man could be spared from the 
defense of the settlement. 
W ith Isaac 
Thomas as guide, he set out early in the 
month ot March, when the streams are at 
their highest, and the snow still lies upon 
the upper slopes of the mountains. 
I 
say with Isaac Thomas as guide— but 
Thomas knew nothing of the route ; he 
cwuld only direct Sevier when they should 
have arrived in the enemy’s country. 
So with only a compass to direct his 
way, Sevier set out on his adventurous 
ex|>edition. 
Crossing the 
Nolichucky 
near his home, he followed up the western 
bank of the French Broad, fording the 
river at w hat is now known as the Painted 
Rocks, and thence passing on to W arm 
Springs, which had been discovered by 
two hunters in 1778, hut had not as yet a 
single inhabitant. 
H ere he climbed the 
banks of 1-aurel Run, and then striking 
•oulhward, ascended the W alnut moun­ 
tains—a trackless waste of rock and tang­ 
led forest, with not a path, nor a trail, nor 
even a trace blazed by a passing hunter. 
Thenceforward his way for more than a 
hundred miles lav through a wilderness, 
where human foot had scarcely trod, and 
man was so strange a sight that even the 
tim id deer and wild rabbit came out front 
their coverts to gaze on the eiszalcade as it 
passed. 
Over fallen trees and through matted 
underbrush the over-iuountain men held 
way, now scaling some huge slippery rock, 
now floundering along some steep stony 
ravine, where one false step of L- is horse 
might plunge the rider down headlong, 
and at the end of twenty miles from Warm 
Springs they came to the Ivy—x moun­ 
tain torrent then 200 feet wide and rush­ 
ing to the French Broad with the speed of 
a frightened animal. 
Its waters were too deep to ford, and the 
furious current would have appalled even 
the l>oIdest swimmer; but these skillful 
horsemen plunged fearlessly into the tor­ 
rent, and, although swept nearly a thou­ 
sand feet down the stream, gained the op­ 
posite bank in satety. 
Then their way lay through a less 
broken country, over gently rolling hills, 
gradually descending and sloping south­ 
ward—the home now of the fragrant 
“ golden leaf” of fame among tobacco- 
smokers. 
Till then the French Broad had 
been lined with inaccessible clifls, but soou 
they came to sloping banks, along which 
they wound for another twenty miles till 


they arrived at the Sawauanno—“the river 
of th e dancing waters’’—not far from the 
present town of Asheville. 
They were 
now in the latitude of the E rati, hut sixty 
miles away as a bird flies, and by the route 
they must pursue, all of a hundred. Turn­ 
ing therefore their faces due west, they 
forded the Swanannoa, and then the French 
Broad, and struck again into a never-trod­ 
den wilderness. 
For here, so far as is 
known, man never had been, nor any liv­ 
ing thing, save the beasts of the forests. 
And here again the wild creatures came 
out to meet them —the startled deer, the 
growling panther and the surly bear ; the 
meat of which last, seasoned with the salt 
thev carried in their knapsacks was their 
favorite ration, varied only with parched 
cornmeal, sweetened with maple sugar, of 
which a month’s supply was slung across 
their saddles. By good fortune they soon 
struck an o[>en gorge, trending westward— 
the Balsam gap, through which now runs 
the road into this wild region. 
W hen 
not upon the W alnut mountains they had 
till then traversed a country 2,000 feet and 
more above the sea; hut now they were 
constantly ascending, till even the valleys 
were at an altitude of more than half a 
mile. 
The air was clear and pure, and 
laden with all the odors of the forext, and 
the mountain streams were limpid and 
cool, and sparkling in their purity. 
If 
man had only to minister to his physical 
needs, and admire the beauties of his 
earthly habitation, this region would be 
the spot wherein to doz,e away existence. 
But Sevier had work in han d ; consciously 
or unconsciously he was acting an impor­ 
tant part in the great drama of human 
history, and, though this was hut a minor 
act, he was intent upon the business before 
him. 
So, in the clear, unclouded sky 
of 
spring, he climbed those rocky ways— 
twenty miles in a day—till, at noon of the 
tenth day from his leaving home, he came 
to Clingman’s Dome, where it rose, a giant 
earthqnake-meund, right across his path­ 
way. 
He had measured the distance by 
the speed of his horse, and now lie felt 
sure th at he was in the region of the 
Erati. 
In his view Thomas coincided, 
but the old woodsman was at a loss for 
the bearing of the Indian towns. The 
question could he answered only by as­ 
cending the mountain, and from some 
opening along its slope, on the bald spot 
upon its summit, obtaining a view of the 
surrounding country. 
A peculiar feature 
of all these .Smoky Mountains is these 
bald spots on their tops, where scarcely a 
tree or bush grows, but the soil is deep, 
and the grass luxuriant. 
According to 
the Indian tradition they are the foot­ 
prints of the Great Spirit of Evil, left 
there when he has come to the earth, and 
stepjied from mountain top to mountain 
top in the darkness, the lightning and the 
thunder. 
One may not see why his 
satanic lordship needs to go up so high to 
get a view of this world’s wickedness; hut 
that he does, if Cherokee legend is to be 
trusted. 
The foot of man has never scaled Cling­ 
man’s Dome, hut Sevier determined to 
climb its wooded slopes to its very sum­ 
mit, where it soars aloft, gigantic, cloud- 
piercing, higher than any peak hut one 
among the Appalachians, and from its lofty 
bight looks down on all things not hounded 
by the rotundity of this planet. H is horse 
and the hulk of his men he left at the base 
of the slope, and then with Isaac Thomas, 
climbed the steep and lofty mountain. Its 
lower slopes are to this day clothed with 
majestic forests of cherry, walnut and pop­ 
lar; but, as one goes up, these giant trees 
give way to a slender pine, the scrub-oak 
and the gnarled beech, and still higher up 
somber balsam, tapering a hundred and 
fifty feet towards the clouds. 
As it is now, 
so it was then, for the woodman had not 
then, nor has he yet invaded these forest 
solitudes. 
These di florent growths denote 
different degrees of temperature, and when 
one is at the summit lie is in the climate 
of Canada. 
The little party set out about noon, hut 
it was after nightfall when they had 
climbed to the top of the mountain. 
Mid­ 
way up they came to a cloud which 
drenched them like fine rain ; but when 
they arrived at the summit the sky was 
clear, and the moon and the stars were 
shining. 
They had ascended above the 
clouds, which now overhung the earth and 
forest with a wide pall of inky blackness, 
shutting all below from their vision. The 
summit was carpeted w ith a deep green 
sward, thinly sprinkled with heather and 
rhododendron. 
I do not know that the 
idea occurred to them, hut once in a simi­ 
lar position it seemed to me that I was cut 
off' from the earth, and floating almost 
alone on a green island through the infin­ 
ite spaces of creation. 
It was not long before an occasional 
gleam lit up the cloud, followed by low, 
rumbling thunder. 
Soon the gleams be­ 
came flashing sheets of fire, zig-zagging 
through the dense mass, and awakening 
echoes as loud as an explosion of a thou­ 
sand parks of artillery. 
The first was the 
skirmish fire, this last the discharge of 
warring battalions. 
Quicker and louder 
they grew, till the whole world below was 
in a fien- commotion—flash followed flash, 
and each flash revealing a cloudy sea, in 
which the black mountain-peaks around 
seemed like islands in some fearfully dis­ 
turbed ocean. 
At the hight of the storm the cloud be­ 
low was a rolling llame, easting a light 
like that of day upon the hare mountain 
tops and the tall balsams th at grew near 
their summits. 
These 
men had seen 
King’s mountain, its volleys of fire, and 
the sulphurous flame that girdled the hill 
in the crisis of the conflict, hut what was 
that, or any struggle of puny man, to this 
fearful battling of the elements? 
If one 
would learn “ man’s place in nature” he 
should witness some such storm from the 
summit of a high mountain, the world be­ 
low wrapped in flame and he standing, as 
it were, in the very presence of the In­ 
finite. 
After a time the storm broke, the 
cloud flew away, and then these men, look­ 
ing down, beheld the camp fires of their 
comrades at the foot of the mountain. The 
men below were drenched by the storm, 
while the blankets of those above were as 
dry as if the rain had never fallen. W rap­ 
ping these about them, they soon sank 
into such sleep as Is apt to follow hard 
riding. 
The morning sun disclosed to Seiver a 
scene of unparalled magnificence. 
H e was 
in a wilderness of mountains. 
Directly in 
front of him rose thirty-three peaks, all 
6,000 feet or more above the sea, and some 
of them several hundred feet higher than 
Mount Washington, while farther away 
were the Black and Bald mountains, the 
blue ridge, the Balsam Cowee, and the 
M antibala range* and the tall Unakas, in­ 
terspersed with lower ridge6 and broken by 
deep valleys, and all bathed in a sea of 
green that shown in the sun like burnished 
copper. 
For 200 miles in every direction 
the country was open to his vision. 
It lay 
at its feet in one vast forest-fringed pano­ 
rama—a rolling ocean of verdure. 
Far 
away at the northeast, where the deep 
green of the woods melted into a misty 
purple, he could trace the courses of the 
Holston, the W atauga and his own Noli­ 
chucky, and, nearer by, the silvery wind­ 
ings of the Tennessee, as it rushed past the 
stronghold of the Chickamaugas. 
But the view at the south was the one 
which riveted Sevier’s attention. 
There 
the little Tennessee breaks through the 
mountains in a broader flood and amid 
deeper gorges than those which have won 
for the French Broad the name of being 
the most picturesque in the country. This 
region is interlaced by romantic streams— 
the Oconalufta, the Tuekasege and the 
NautaJiala—and threaded hv deep, se­ 
cluded ralievs, which are walled in by gi­ 
gantic clifls and precipices. 
Sevier knew 
these valleys to be the home of E ra ti; but 
his eye ranged m vain for any sign of life 
in all the wide forest-covered region. 
At 
last he thought lie detected a slight haze— 
a thin mist—rising from the base of the 
mountain on which he was standing. 
It 
seemed directly below him, but his experi­ 
enced eye knew it to be miles away, and 
the smoke of an Indian village. 
Between 
it and him was the Welch Bald, a moun­ 
tain a mile in hight, out that crossed on its 
lower slopes h i would be in the country of 
the enemy. 
Rapidly now 
Sevier descended 
the 
lofty dome and put his forces in motion to 
pass the Welch I’.ild before nightfall. 
Its sides were so steep th at the men were 
oblíjjed to dismount and lead their horses, 
and in many places drag them up the ac­ 
clivities; but this obstacle surmounted 
their way V as less arduous. 
They went 
into camp for the night among the trees, 


hut with the first streak were again in 
motion, and not long after noon stood 
upon the hight above the principal Indian 
village of Tuekasege. 
Here they noise­ 
lessly tethered their horses, ate a hearty 
meal, and then, still more noiselessly, de­ 
scended upon the E rati. 
The rest is soon told. Taken by surprise 
the Indians made scarcely any resistance. 
Ffty of their warriors were slain on the 
spot, and a large number of women and 
children were taken prisoners. 
The other warriors fled into the forest, 
and, scattering among the remaining vil­ 
lage's, spread everywhere the tidings that 
“Nolichucky Jack” was among them. 
A 
general panic ensued, and men, women 
and children hid themselves in inaccessi­ 
ble haunts among the mountains where 
they could not be followed. 
Then the 
torch was applied to the Indian villages. 
Nearly twenty were burned, all the grain 
and cattle were destroyed, and the whole 
country was laid waste, and so left, a 
smoking desolation. 
Thus were these sav­ 
ages made to drink from the chalice they 
had held to the lips of the white settlers. 
This work done, Sevier returned by the 
way he came with his prisoners. 
They 
would be of use to exchange for the whites 
who were held captive among the Indians. 
The expedition lasted twenty-nine days, 
and not a man upon it was either killed or 
wounded. 
This ruthless destruction broke 
the 
spirit of the E rati, and soon after the 
whole Cherokee nation sued for peace 
with the “ Great 
eagle of 
the 
pale 
faces.” 


INSECT PESTS. 


A MATTER OF INTEREST TO FRF IT 
AND VINE-GROWERS.

M ining In H igh L atitu d es. 
It may not be generally known th at im­ 
portant mining operations are carried on 
within the Arctic circle. 
Cryolite is 
brought from Greenland to Philadelphia 
by the ship-load, to 
be used 
in the 
making of candles. 
At Alten, near the 
North cape, in Finland, extensive cop­ 
per mines have been worked for a long 
time. 
VV hen it 
is remembered 
that 
most of the work has to be done under 
ground, and that heat is what the work­ 
men suffer most from, it becomes apparent 
at once that mines may he almost as profit­ 
able in these high latitudes as they would 
be on our coast. 
The main thing is to 
have communication open once a year for 
briuging supplies and carrying away the 
ore. 
An engineer who visited the mines at 
A lten a few years ago, to study the con­ 
dition in which they were worked, found 
that the climate interposed no obstacle. 
The mines, when fairly deep, are warmer 
in winter than in summer. 
In such work 
as has to be done above ground, there is 
scarcely any interruption. 
During the 
three dark months, when the sun does not 
shine, there is no lack of light to the eye 
accustomed to the conditions. 
The sky is 
d ear and starry. The aurora is playing 
most of the time, and whatever light there 
is the reflection from the snow increases 
and intensifies. 
More than 150 years ago 
mining 
was 
carried 
on 
extensively 
about 
the 
shores 
of 
the 
W hite 
sea 
by 
Saxon 
workmen. 
Silver, 
copper and lead were produced in quan­ 
tities. 
Now that the whale fishery has 
declined, m ining enterprise seems most 
likely of anything to promote,exploration 
and settlement within the A rctic circle.— 
N. Y. Herald. 


Sim ple R em edies. 
When stung by a bee or wasp, make a 
paste of common earth and water, put on 
the place at once and cover with a cloth. 
For a cold on the chest a flannel rag 
wrung out in boiling water and sprinkled 
witli turpentine laid on the chest gives the 
greatest relief. 
When a felon first begins to make its ap­ 
pearance, take a lemon, cut off one end, 
put the finger in, and the longer it is kept 
there the better. 
For a cough, boil one cunee of flaxseed 
in a pint of water, strain and add a little 
honey, one ounce of rock candy and the 
juice of three lemons; mix and boil well. 
Drink as hot as possible. 
Often after cooking a meal a person will 
feel tired and have no appetite. 
For 
this, heat a raw egg until light, stir in a 
little milk and sugar and season with nut­ 
meg. 
Drink half an hour before eating. 
For a burn or scald, make a paste of com­ 
mon baking soda and w ater; apply at once 
and cover with a linen cloth. 
W hen the 
skin is broken apply the white of an egg 
with a feather; this gives instant relief, as 
it keeps the air from the flesh. 
At the first signs of a runround take a 
cup of wood ashes, put in a pan with a 
quart of cold water, put the pan on the 
stove, put your finger in the pan, keep it 
there until the water begins to boil, or as 
long as it can be borne; repeat once or 
twice if necessary. 


T rea tm e u t of (Sciatica. 
.Some time ago M. Debove announced 
that he hao been able to aflord marked 
relief in a case of obstinate sciatica by 
means of a spray of chloride of methyl 
applied along the course of the sciatic 
nerve in the affected member. 
A t a re­ 
cent meeting of the Soeiete de Biologic, 
M. Raymond reported that lie had ob­ 
tained favorable 
results 
by a similar 
method in three tases. 
H e found, how­ 
ever, that the effect w as the same even 
when the spray was directed to any part of 
the limb, and not necessarily along the 
course of the sciatic nerve. 
This would 
seem to prove th at the relief of the pain 
was due to an impression made upon the 
spinal centers by refrig»ratiou of the 
peripheral nerve terminations, rather than 
to direct influence exerted upon the trunk 
of the affected nerve itself or of it* fel­ 
low in the opposite limb.

Bulletin No. 7, issued by the State Board 
of Horticulture, is as follows: 
The most successful remedy last season 
for eodlin moth proved to be the arsenical 
! mixtures. 
Of the three, Paris green, Lon­ 
don purple, white arsenic, wherever used 
in the coast counties, where more or less 
I damp nights prevail, the two latter did 
some damage to the foliage, and for this 
reason and that its effect is most lasting, 
the Paris green seems to he preferable. 
STHKNOTH TO IIE USED. 
Of five samples of Paris green analyzed 
last year by the University of California, 
four liad above 54 per cent, arsenic, one 
going 38 per cent. 
In accordance with 
this we would recommend early ripening 
apples and pears to be sprayed once with 
one pound of Paris green to 180 gallons of 
water, when ju st out of bloom. 
For fall 
and winter apples it may he advisable to 
spray ten days later with an application of 
one pound to 200 gallons, while the blos­ 
som end of the apples are still turned up­ 
ward. 
This (two treatments), according to 
my own experience, seemed safe on W hite 
W inter Pearmain, Yellow Newton Pip­ 
pin. while it proved unsafe on Bellflowers. 
Therefore, the behavior of other varieties 
should be noted. 
We recommend to use the Paris green 
without any additions, simply stirring the 
liquid continually ; also, straining it before 
using. 
Use a fine nozzle, Cyclone, Crofton 
or Im perial. 


SULPHIDE OP SODA AND WHALE OIL SOAP 
Is wo! thy of further trial, and especially 
lor a third spraying about a month after 
the last spraying (in ease of w inter varie­ 
ties). 
For manner of preparation see uu- 
der head of summer washes for scale in­ 
sects, below. 
We propose to test lioth London purple 
and w hite arsenic. 
Eastern growers con­ 
tend that one pound of arsenic to 600 gal­ 
lons of water is sufficient; at present 1 can 
not recommend it. 
M e believe th at in isolated places prob­ 
ably one spraying of Paris green will 
suffice ; however, when the orchard is sur­ 
rounded with infestes! orchards not treated, 
the full course of spraying, first with Paris 
green twice, and followed with sulphide 
and soap, seem to be necessary. 


POSSIBLE DANCER OP USING THE ABSEN1TES. 
W hile the greatest care should he taken 
in handling the arsenic mixture, avoiding 
getting any in cuts on the hands, also pre­ 
venting cither human beings or animals 
from eating the young fruit (stock should 
be excluded from the orchard for at least 
six weeks), we believe that if no applica­ 
tion is made after the fruit has commenced 
to turn downward, there is really no danger 
to he apprehended. 
The fact seems to be 
that, in case of an overdose being used on 
a tree, the foliage is affected to such an ex­ 
tent that the leaves on the fruit trees will 
fall, and with them the fruit. 
This is the 
ex;>crience in the coast climate. 
BAND SYSTEM. 
As an additional help of decreasing the 
last broods of eodlin moth, the banding 
system is certainly worth following; hut, 
besides putting burlap hands around the 
tree, say one foot from the ground, on 
larger trees it will be necessary to put 
rags in the crotches of the trees, and ex­ 
amine these, as well as the band, once a 
week. 


FOR I’LCM APHIS AND WOOLLY APIIIs» 
ABOVE GROUND. 
Four pounds of resin, three pounds of 
sal-soda, and water to make 41 gallons. 
Dissolve the sal-soda in a few pints of wa­ 
ter; when thoroughly dissolved, add the 
resin. 
H eat 
until dissolved, and add 
w ater finally. 
Use 1J pints of solution to 
the gallon of water. 
Use at temperature 
of about 100° Fahrenheit. 
FOR RED SPIDER. 
Experience has taught us that the eggs 
of this insect are almost impossible to de­ 
stroy without damaging the tree», while 
liberal applications of sulphur washes, ap­ 
plied during the summer, will keep down 
the pest. 
W here the insect is plentiful 
and the weather favorable (hot and dry 
being especially so), one application will 
not lie enough. 
We have used, with fair success, the sul­ 
phide of soda wash mentioned, against 
scale insects. YVe will recommend this for 
further tr ia l; also, the sal-soda and resin 
solution mentioned. 
To the above given 
solution of 41 gallons add 50 gallons of 
w ater; to this add sulphide of soda (11- 
pounds of sulphur dissolved in one pound 
of lye). 
Let a person follow the sprayers with a 
large size sulphur bellows, such as is used 
in vineyards, dusting the trees, while wet, 
all over. 
Calm weather should he chosen, 
if possible. 
The sulphur will adhere to 
the tree for a long time, if no rain falls, 
and acts on the spider in addition to the 
sulphide. 


FOR DIABROTICA SOROR OR TWELVE-SPOT­ 
TED DIABROTICA. 
This pest is especially extremely trouble­ 
some in sandy gravelly lands. 
Spraying 
with the kerosene emulsion, recommended 
by Professor Riley, will, if the insect ap­ 
pears early, before fruit is large, he useful, 
hut spraying must be done early in the 
morning, while the insects are sluggish. 
Kerosene, 2 gallons=07 per cent. 
Common or whale-oil soap, I pound; 
water, 1 gallon=33 per cent. 
Heat the solution of soap and add it 
boiling hot to the kerosene. 
Churn the 
m ixture by means of a force pump and 
spray nozzle for five or ten minutes. 
The 
emulsion, if perfect, forms a cream, which 
thickens on cooling, and should adhere 
without oilness to the surface of glass. 
Dilute liefore using one part of the emul­ 
sion with nine parts of hot water. 
The 
above formula gives three gallons of emul­ 
sion, and makes, when diluted, thirty 
gallont of wash. 
Later on, fumigation seems to be the 
only practical way of driving them from 
the orchard. 
On the San Joaquin river 
the striped squash bug is kept at bay by 
lighting smudge fires, on which a little 
wood tar is placed. 
This method will 
probably prove as efficacious against the 
spotted diabrotica. For the striis-d squash 
hug Dr. Lintner, of New York, recom- 
mendsone tables]KX>n of saltpeter dissolved 
in a pail of water; put a pint around each 
hill of squashes, pumpkins or melons. 
This may likewise prove efficacious against 
the spotted diabrotica. 
SUMMER WASHES FOR SCALE INSECTS IN­ 
FESTING DECIDUOUS TREES. 
¡solutions are applied with best result 
when the majority of the insects are 
hatched, and persons should watch for this 
tim e; the first brood of the Aspidiotus 
perniciosas appears generally when the 
cherries are turning color. 
As a general 
useful wash the sulphide of soda or sul­ 
phide of potash, with whale oil, has proved 
very satisfactory. 
Take 11 pounds of sul­ 
phur ; 1 pound of concentrated lye, or pow­ 
dered caustic soda 4-5 pound, or caustic 
potash 1 pound ; 14 pounds of best whale 
oil soap (80 per cent, soap) and 55 gallons 
of water. 
Dissolve the lye in one gallon 
of water, and l>oil the sulphur until dis­ 
solved. 
Dissolve the soap in the w iter; 
mix the two and boil them a short tim e; 
use at 130° Fahrenheit in vessel. 
Thus wash is useful not alone against 
young scale, hut against the scab disease 
of jiears and apples, also against leaf-eating 
insects, as saw-fly larva; and pear-slug. 
It 
will, however, be found that whenever 
Paris green has been used these insects 
have been killed. 
The above wash Is ap­ 
plicable to stone fruits as well as to pears 
and apples. 
RE-UN SOAP. 
[Recommended by Sol. Runyon, Court- 
land, for scale insects on deciduous trees, 
sprayed on fruit.] 
Ingredients for one barrel of 50 (m eas 
ure) gallons: W eight, about 450 to 500 
pounds; 10 pounds caustic soda, 98 per 
cent.; 10 pounds of potash ; 40 ponuds of 
tallow and 40 pounds of resin. 
First—Di-solve the potash and soda in 
10 gallons of water. When dissolved place 
the whole amount in the barrel to be used. 


Second—Dissolve the tallow and resin 
together. 
YVhen dissolved add the same 
to the potash and soda in the barrel, and 
stir well for five minutes or so. 
Leave 
standing for about two hours; then fill up 
with water, stirring well as every bucket 
of water goes in. 
Use the following day 
one pound to the gallon of w ater; apply 
warm. 
This remedy is best adapted to 
pears and apples.

1 SACRAMENTANOS 
IMPRESSION 
OF THE COUNTRY. 


Its S im ilarity to C alifornia in M any 
R esp ects—T he P eop le, ArSi, 
A griculture, E tc. 


(Correspondence of the Record-Csion.] 
M a d rid , March 7, 1888. 
Spain, more than any other country in 
the world, resembles California in topo­ 
graphical distribution, nature of 
soil, 
climate and products. 
The resemblance, 
however, ends right there, for in manners, 
customs, ideas and tendencies no greater 
divergence can lie found. 
The activity, 
energy, enterprise, skill and industry so 
manifest everywhere in <'alifornia is here 
almost entirely absent. 
The most remarkable feature here is the 
number of church establishments and their 
magnificence. 
In nt> other part of the 
world is there to be found so much labor, 
art and treasure consecrated for church 
purposes. 
Nor are there 
many other 
countries where so much pauperism is to 
be found. 
The country and cities literally 
swarm with beggars. 
H ealthy, robust 
men and women, t>oys and girls—even 
children of tender age—are to l>e met with 
almost everywhere, im portuning for alms ; 
and yet 1 saw several hundred horses in 
the royal stables housed, fed and groomed 
as if they were created in the image of 
God Í 
W hat a change there would be for the 
better if the thousands of idle soldiers here 
could be converted into school-teachers, 
and made to do duty in teaching the peo­ 
ple to read and write. 
In agriculture here 
the jieople have scarcely advanced from 
the state in which this art was carried on 
centuries ago. 
In conversation with a gentleman repre­ 
senting a Swedish agricultural implement 
house at Madrid, he told me that the jieo- 
f 
ile used a rude iron knife fastened to a 
team, and this was their plow. 
After re­ 
peated efforts he managed to place a few 
Swedish plows in the hands of farmers. 
Nearly all of these were returned with the 
remark that the laborers would not use 
them because 
they 
had two handles. 
“ But,” said the merchant, “you can tell the 
men that if they do not wish to use two 
handles they can use one.” It was in vain ; 
the merchant could sell no plows. 
So, as 
a last resort, plows were ordered to he 
made with one handle, one of which was 
shown me. 
Appleton’s Guide Book states that the 
population of Spain is 17,.'100,851, which is 
considerably less than half that contained 
here before the time of the Inquisition. 
Now if Spain, with its present mode of de­ 
fective tillage, its absence of industrial 
occupations, its lack of energy and enter­ 
prise, can supjiort a population of 17,000,­ 
000 |ieople, what cannot California do,with 
a territory as great, with soil and climate 
far superior, w ith a greater extent of arable 
land, with ample capital, energy and en­ 
terprise at her command? 
True, California has large tracts of land 
unsuited for purposes of cultivation, hut so 
has Spain, and, if anything, the extent of 
sand and gravel desert in Spain is greater 
than in California. 
A largeportion of the 
country—almost the entire northern half— 
is situated on a plateau from 2,000 to 
3,000 feet high. 
Much of this plateau con­ 
sists of untillable desert, and it is not until 
we pass south of the line of Madrid that we 
find soil resembling that of our favored 
Sacramento valley. 
Yesterday w hile on our way from Toledo, 
F. Crompton, 
a merchant of Toronto, 
Canada, occupied an opposite seat in the 
cars with us, and in conversation about 
California, gave me to understand that be 
thought the California boom a swindle. 
H e talked 
disparagingly, especially of 
Los Angeles. 
The following conversation 
then took place: 
“ Have 
you 
traveled much through 
Spain ?” 
“ Yes, through the southern half.” 
“ Have you stopped over for any length 
•of time in any of the im portant southern 
titles?” 
“ Yes, in Malaga, Cadiz, Granada, Cor­ 
dova, Seville, and other places.” 
“ Now, were you to divide Spain in half 
—north and south—would you not think 
that the southern half would contain eight 
and a half million population, or half the 
population of Spain ?” 
“ Perhaps, hut 1 do not know. 
It is 
probable, however, that the southern half 
contains more than half the population of 
Spain, because the valuable land and cli­ 
mate of this country is in the southern 
part, in what is known as Andalusia.” 
“Good; and now, if this lower half of 
Spain can support eight a n d a h a lf million, 
can we not, with equal area of land, su­ 
perior soil (because it is not exhausted by 
centuries of cropping) and a better mode of 
tillage, can we not, in California, support a 
like number of inhabitants?” 
“1 see no reason why you should not.” 
“Now, observe that we have scarce a 
million for the entire State, anticipating 
the arrival of the millions that are to come, 
far-seeing and shrewd men and women are 
investing their means in the purchase of 
real estate, thereby obtaining a home in 
a favored portion of the world, or there 
may be those who invest expecting th at 
an increase in population will result in en­ 
hanced value. 
Now, neither of these pur­ 
chasers are likely to be disappointed in 
the end.” 
“Yes, if you have the soil and climate of 
southern Spain, your boom appears to be 
perfectly legitimate.” 
I am of the opinion that not alone is 
California destined to attain the population 
of Spain, but that in time it will more than 
double it. 
I saw no orange trees north of 
Madrid, and but very few vineyards. 
It is 
only after leaving Madrid that olive trees 
and vineyards are to l>e seen. 
Madrid seems a city of forced growth. 
I have never seen a large city in any 
other country that has so few natural rea­ 
sons for being a large city as Madrid. The 
surrounding country is a bleak, barren 
desert. Here and there the granite bowlders 
have been pried out and a patch of a farm 
manufactured. 
Kven.after all the bowlder 
prying haa been done, the residue is coarse 
decomposed granite sand and gravel. 
There is no navigable river here, nor is 
it a seaport; nor is it a .manufacturing 
town. 
About the only reason why this 
desert spot was selected for the metropolis 
of Spain, is that it isskuatedin the center 
of Spain. 
Business is generally trans­ 
acted here at night, carriages and street- 
criers are as hard at work at 1 o’clock a . ,w. 
as in New York at noon. 
An early morn­ 
ing visit at the hank here is at 1 1 a.m . 
Breakfast at 12 m ., dinner at 7 p. m., and 
supper sometime in the weesma’ hours. 
The Esourial is about two hours from 
Madrid by rail. 
We were there last Sun­ 
day. 
It is rather disappointing in its ex­ 
terior, being dwarfed by some high hills 
in close proxim ity. 
Inside, however, it is 
grand and harmonious. The collection of 
pictures in the Escurial and in the “ E l 
Musco ” in the city is said to lie the largest 
and finest in the world. 
We were shown 
over 300 originals by Murillo, Yalewpiez, 
Van Dyke, Titian, Jourdau,Tintoretto, R u­ 
bens and other celebrated masters. This 
magnificent collection would by far do 
more good than now if it were sold at auc­ 
tion and the proceeds used in improving 
the modes of agriculture and in establish­ 
ing popular scientific schools. 
W ith a 
bankrupt treasury, and a country full of 
paupeis, what an inconsistency it is to have 
untold treasures hung up on the walls of a 
museum—to please a few stray visitors. 
Toledo 
is 
perhaps the 
most 
pic- ¡ 
turesque city in Europe. Situated on 
a 
high 
bluff; 
the 
road 
to 
the 
city 
is 
on 
a 
zig-zag incline. 
At 
every turn a new scene presents itself more 
charming than the last. On the crown of 
the hill is the Alcazar, a Moorish fortress 
and palace. There is nothing in archi­ 
tecture so quaint, so intensely original, as 
the Moorish tracery or filagree work In 
plast-r, wood and stone, resembling in its 
meandering careering curves and angles a 
simple bar of music witli intricate harmo­ 
nious variations, such as can only be pro­ 
duced by a master mind. 
The architecture of the Moor is not so 
grand as it is pleasing, and like the music 
of the Orient, it is soothing, soft, seusua/ 


and soulful. In contrast is the cathedral of 
Toledo. This is, perhaps, the noblest ex­ 
ample of gothic architecture in the world. 
If there is a heaven for masters in art, 
then the master mind who conceived and 
executed the plan of the Toledo Cathedral 
must surely be there. Once inside the 
cathedral, and the delicate tracery of 
Moorish ornamentation and the beautiful 
horseshoe arch has lost its charm. The 
one is a plaintive love song, accompanied 
by a shepherd's lute, the other is a mighty 
chorus of martial music, filling the very 
heavens with its measured sound. 
Amoug the places of interest, we visited 
the Palace of the Inquisition, and two 
Jewish synagogues. The Palace of the In ­ 
quisition contains an audience room, a tor­ 
ture chamber, and underground prisons, 
the implements of torture having been 
destroyed. 
The prisons are narrow, very 
damp, with arched ceiling, and small 1 
openings for the admission of air. The I 
synagogues are in an excellent state of ¡ 
preservation. 
They are of Moorish archi- ! 
tecture, not inferior in design to the best i 
Moorish work. 
Upon the seizure of these ' 
places of worship they were converted into ; 
churches, and several church dignitaries ¡ 
are buried in them. 
Many thanks are due those iron-hearted 1 
inquisitors for their acts of merciless cru- | 
eltv. for their atrocious acts paved the way j 
to the emancipation of mankind from the 
yoke of servitude and ignorance. 
Preconceived notions of Spanish charac­ 
ter, as received from ideas of Spanish his­ 
tory in the Netherlands and in the con­ 
quest of South America, would lead one to 
suppose that the people here are semi-sav­ 
ages ; but I was agreeably supprised to find 
that in the great majority of cases the 
people are exceedingly polite, affable, gen­ 
erous and hospitable. 
Among the educated are to be found 
many with strong leanings toward republi­ 
canism. 
Isolated cases of educated men 
cannot, however, produce a republic, if the 
mass of the people are steeped in ignor­ 
ance. The time may come when Spain 
will become a republic, but not before the 
people are mentally in condition to re­ 
ceive it. 
To eradicate the tendencies inculcated 
here in past ages it needs close appli­ 
cation on the part of hundreds of thou­ 
sands of schoolmasters. 
The almost utter 
isolation of Spain, caused in part by its 
geographical 
position, with 
its 
chief 
metropolis in the center of the eountrv, 
renders the comingling with the outer 
world difficult and costly. 
A liberal and 
far-sighted Government could, however, 
do much to modify this isolation, and to 
again place Spain on the highway of pro­ 
gress-

CALIFORNIA’S CLIMATE. 


L etter F ront A m ador C ounty. 
E ds. R ecord- í m o r : The fire is not yet 
oat in the Pacific mine, and in the Empire 
the smoke and gas is too strong to permit a 
thorough examination of tfie condition of 
the mine.

They have been 
running logs on the canal for nearly two 
months. Business will be very livelv in 
Plym outh in u short time. 
I am informed by mining experts, who 
I believe know, that in their opinion there 
is good ore in the Empire and Pacific 
mines, sufficient to run both quartz mills 
for the next fifteen years, and for ought 
Ibev know, for a much longer time. 
I wish to mention that 1 inadvertently 
left out in the resources of Northern Ama­ 
dor several im portant items, which should 
have been included. 
We have two meat 
markets; the principal m arket in Plymouth 
is owned and run by one of your old citi­ 
zens—Matt. Steinkoning, who lias been 
with us only a few months. 
We have also 
two jewelry shops, one bakery, several 
laundries, a Justice's office—John Blower, 
several Notaries, and one law office—Chas! 
F. Duval, two ¡urge dairies—Gregg's and 
Vanderpool’s, which supply our citizens 
with milk. 
We have also, "two miles east 
of Plym outh, a fine quarry of marble, and 
a mill from which is shipped large quanti­ 
ties of marble to San Francisco and Oak­ 
land. Of minerals we have gold, copper 
and iron. The geological formation is slate 
and granite. We have many quarries of 
soapstone and one deposit of mineral on 
Lyon creek, the mineral quality of which 
has not as yet been ascertained."

A w riter on the philosophy of sleep de­ 
clares th at sleep is prevented by an excess 
of blood in the bruin, and proposes us a 
remedy to pump tlie blood hack from the 
brain by a peculiar mode of breathing for 
which the directions are given as follows: 
H aving assumed the usual posture for re­ 
pose, the person is to inhale and exhale 
slowly and steadily in long breaths, devot­ 
ing the whole attention to making the in­ 
halations and exhalations exactly the same 
length, the length to be much greater tiian 
th at of ordinary breathing, though not 
sufficient to disturb the circulation by 
working the lungs to their full capacity. 
In support of this theory reference is made 
to the feeling of faintness by tilling the 
lungs with all the air they will hold, and 
then expelling it, repeating the operation 
rapidly three or four times—the resulting 
faintness is attributed to the withdrawal of 
blood from the brain, and the same effect 
substantially follows any sudden and ex­ 
treme emotion. So violent a disturbance 
of the system, however, is not advised for 
the purpose here sought, but a steady and 
gradual diversion ot the blood from the 
brain to the lungs and body.

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Angelo Domentini was 
taken 
before 
Judge Van Fleet, in Departm ent Two of 
the Superior Court, yesterday morning, and 
sentenced to serve twenty-seven years in 
the State Prison at San Quentin, for the 
crime of rape, committed upon a girl about 
12 years of age, named Mary Weideman, 
on the 2d of February last. The prisoner 
was ably defended by Charles T. Jones, but 
after a long trial was found guilty by a 
jury. A motion for a new trial was made 
and argued, and yesterday was set for the 
decision of the motion. 
In denying the motion for a new trial, 
Judge Van Fleet said there was but one 
point which addressed itself to his mind so 
as to raise any doubt, and that was the 
question of newly-discovered 
evidence. 
After a very careful consideration of that 
question, he had come to the conclusion 
that the evidence, even adm itting the 
truth of Domentini's affidavit that he 
did 
not 
know 
of 
it 
at 
the 
time of the trial, a fact which the record 
somewhat tended to throw in doubt, never­ 
theless lie was satisfied the evidence was 
only such as would tend to raise a col­ 
lateral issue in the case, and was not di­ 
rected to any material question which arose 
under the information, and that therefore 
it w hs not such evidence as would justify 
the Court in granting the motion for a new 
trial. 
The prisoner was then ordered to stand 
up, and was asked if he had anything to 
say why sentence should not be pronounced 
upon him . He made no remarks, but his 
counsel appealed to the Court to be lenient 
with him, staling that he had always 
borne a good reputation in the community, 
and that there was in his mind a very seri­ 
ous doubt as to the truth of the statements 
of the prosecuting witness. 
Tu passing sentence upon the prisoner, 
Judge Van Fleet said that he had tried 
several ca<-es of this kind, and that he was 
always prone to be skeptical and doubtful 
of the evidence of prosecuting witnesses 
in 
cases 
of 
rape. 
H e had watched 
this 
case 
very 
closely, 
and 
while 
he entered upon its trial with serious 
doubis as to the statements of the prose­ 
cuting witness, before 
the prosecution 
was dosed those doubts had all been swept 
away. If he had been upon the jury he 
would have been ready to find the defend­ 
ant guilty, but when tiie defendant went 
upon the stand and told the story he did 
he was further satisfied that he was telling 
what was not to he credited at all and only 
tended to strengthen his conviction of the 
truth of the statements of the prosecuting 
witness. 
The Judge said that the offense was a 
very serious one. The law made its pun­ 
ishment second alone to that for murder, 
and formerly had provided for the punish­ 
m ent by huDging, of people found guiltv of 
this oiiense. The law contemplated that 
when the offeuse was clearly and une­ 
quivocally proven, that such punishment 
should he meted out to the offender as 
would not alone be a punishment to him, 
but that would deter others from comm it­ 
ting a like oiiense. 
The circumstances of this ofler.se were 
very atrocious. 
The girl was scarcely 
twelve years of age when the crime was 
committed, while the evidence showed that 
the prisoner w as a man over thirty years of 
age, with a wile and family. 
Lie should 
have been deterred by those considerations 
which should actuate every man in his 
course through life from taking advantage 
of and violating the person of so young a 
child in the manner tie did. 
H e had cast 
a bar sinister across the life of this young 
girl that she would never be able to recover 
from. It was a fact, notw ithstanding the 
injustice of it. that the decrees of society 
were such that she would be visited with 
the results of this crime, over which she 
bad no control and which was committed 
on her with violence, and ostracized from 
the society which she otherwise would be 
entitled to in her social relations. There 
whs no doubt hut that when a fact of this 
kind was known with reference to a female 
it invariably tended to place her w ith­ 
out the pale of association with those of 
her own class and station in fife. 
The Judge further said that in the con­ 
sideration of this cate the question of the 
punishment of this man, as an individual, 
was entirely lost sight of and subordinated 
to that of an example to those who should 
come after, and whom it was the policy of 
the law should be deterred from the com­ 
mission ol crime by the punishm ent meted 
out to those who have been convicted. He 
would therefore sentence the prisoner to 
serve a term of twenty-seven years in the 
State Prison. 
The sentence was commented upon quite 
freely during the whole day. Among the 
Italians who were friends of Domentini 
there was a strong impression that the evi­ 
dence of the prosecuting witness was doubt­ 
ful, and that the sentence was severe, bnt 
others of the same race were equally out­ 
spoken in favor of the justice of the sen­ 
tence. 
A prom inent Italian who keeps a 
store on K street, said that if it bad been 
his child he would have killed Domentini 
and saved the county the trouble of trying 
him. 
The prisoner was remanded to the cus­ 
tody of the Sheriff, and will probably be 
taken to San Quentin 011 Monday.

The night temperature through­ 
out California Is invariably in great con­ 
trast to the daytim e; nearly everywhere 
lire is necessary at night the year round, 
and agreeable nearly all the year, even in 
Southern California. 
1 doubt if it is ever 
pleasant to sit out-of-doors or on the piaz­ 
zas at night, though it may he in the hot­ 
ter months in the southern portion. 
But 
it is very confusing to the mind of the new­ 
comer to reconcile his necessity for winter 
clothing to what he sees and almost feels; 
in short, to get used to the climate. 
The 
invalid is thrown off it is guard hv appear­ 
ances; and 1 should say that there is no 
country in the world where a person needs 
to use more care about taking cold. 
Yet 
this must he said: the air is bracing and 
life-giving. 
I did not, in any part of the 
State, in walking or taking any sort of ex­ 
ercise, feel the least fatigue.
